ANNUAL  ADMINISTRATION  REPORT  OF  THE  SAHARANPUR 
MUNICIPALITY  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  TEE  31st  MARCH  1920. 


Sir, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  annual  administration  re- 
port of  the  Saharanpur  Municipality  for  the  year  1919-20  toge- 
ther with  the  prescribed  statements  and  appendices  passed  by 
the  Board  by  special  resolution  on  the  28th  April  1920. 

2.  As  directed  in  your  letter  No.  1122/XXIII-94,  dated 
the  3rd  February  1920  this  report  has  been  prepared  according 
to  the  order  of  heads  of  the  municipal  reports  adopted  by  you. 

3.  The  constitution  of  the  Board  remained  unchanged 
during  the  year.  The  Board  consists  of  12  elected  (7  Muslim 
and  5 non-Muslim)  and  2 nominated  members.  The  District 
Magistrate  is  the  Chairman  ex-officio  ; and  the  office  of  the 
Chairman  was  held  as  follows  : —

under  report.  The  average  attendance  was  12  out  of  15. 
Khwaja  Mazahar  Hasan  Vice-Chairman,  Qazi  Zafar  Ahmad 
Khan  and  Shaikh  Fazl-ur  Bahman  members  attended  all  the 
meetings.

6.  Ho  elections  were  held  during  the  year  under  report. 
The  term  of  all  members  will  expire  on  the  31st  March  1922 
and  there  was  no  election  petition  for  the  election  held  in 
March  1919.

7.  (1)  Byelaws  for  the  storage  of  hay  and  fuel,  etc.  were 

sanctioned  in  Commissioner’s  Notification  No  1752  XXIII— 
131  (7)  15-16,  dated  the  17th  April  1 9 1 9.  The  shopkeepers, 

however,  appealed  against  them  on  certain  points  and  the  ap- 
peal was  rejected.  Now  all  shop  keepers  have  applied  for 
licenses  and  the  byelaws  wfill  be  brought  into  effect  from  the 
current  year  1920-21.  The  rate  of  fees  per  license  is  ver}T  low 
viz.  4 annas  and  Rs.  6 received  on  this  account  during  the  ye.tr 
under  report  have  been  shown  under  head  32  ( e ) miscellaneous. 

(2)  Byelaws  for  buildings  and  for  regulating  the  skinning 
and  burying  dead  animals  were  sanctioned  in  Commissioner's 
notifications  nos.  119/XXIII — 110  (11)  15-16  and  2043/XXIII 
-13 1 (7)  15-16,  dated  14th  October  1919  and  20th  May  1919 
respectively. 

(3)  Rules  regarding  assessment  and  collection  of  terminal 
and  toll  taxes  with  schedules  of  rates  were  sanctioned  within 
the  year  and  brought  into  effect  from  1st  December  1919. 

(4)  Amendments  in  the  slaughter  house  byelaws  regarding 
revised  rates  of  fees  were  sanctioned  in  Commissioner’s  notifi- 
cation no.  391/XXIII — 131  (7)  15-16,  dated  11th  November  1 9 1 9. 

(5)  Parcels  of  less  than  15  seers  in  weight  were  exempted 
from  the  terminal  tax,

8.  The  year  opened  with  a cash  balance  of  Rs.  23,809. 
The  income  for  the  year  was  Rs.  1,67,893.  This  includes  Rs. 
11,745  for  the  sale  of  salt  at  the  shops  opened  by  the  Munici- 
pality on  the  21st  July  1919.  This  income  is  counterbalanced 
by  expenditure  of  Rs.  10,173  on  account  of  the  cost  of  salt 
shown  on  expenditure  side  under  head  41  (/)  miscellaneous. 
The  net  profit  to  the  board  in  this  business  was  Rs.  1,572.  Fur- 
ther details  of  this  account  will  be  found  in  para.  18  below. 
Deducting  this  normal  income  of  Rs.  1,1745  and  adding  the 
profit  of  salt  Rs.  1,572  the  total  income  for  the  year  was  Rs. 
1,57,720  ns  against  Rs.  1,43,070  in  the  previous  year.  The  total 
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( 3 ) 

expenditure  after  deducting  the  expenditure  on  account  of  the 
salt  business,  amounted  to  Rs.  1,53,672  leaving  an  actual  closing 
ba'ance  of  Rs.  27,85.7  The  invested  funds  of  the  municipal 
board  amount  to  Rs.  2,52,100.  No  more  investments  were 
made  by  the  board  during  the  year  under  report.  Bnt  as  the 
municipal  board  has  to  carry  out  three  important  schemes 

(1)  Electric  Lighting, 

(2)  Drainage,  and 

(3)  Water  supply 

which  will  cost  about  Rs.  14,00,000  the  funds  at  its  disposal  are 
not  enough  and  it  is  therefore  necessary  to  increase  the  taxes 
and  to  apply  for  a grant  of  at  least  of  Rs.  2,00,000  from  Govern- 
ment. The  drainage  and  water  supply  schemes  have  received 
the  administrative  sanction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health 
and  the  said  Board  has  also  ordered  the  preparation  of  the 
detailed  project  of  the  electric  light  scheme.  The  only  direct 
tax  is  the  tax  on  the  annual  value  of  buildings  and  lands  in 
the  Civil  Station  the  income  of  which  amounted  to  Rs.  3,146. 


9.  Octroi  was  abolished  from  the  1st  December  1919 
and  the  terminal  and  toll  taxes  were  introduced  from  the  said 
date.  The  income  from  octroi  for  eight  months  was  Rs.  70,175. 
The  octroi  statement  form  107  is  submitted,  but  it  is  only  for 
8 months  and  is  not  therefore  of  much  use.  The  average 
consumption  of  the  chief  dutiable  goods  per  head  of  population 
has  therefore  been  omitted.  Composition  of  octroi  on  brick 
kilns  was  assessed  at  Rs.  303  for  8 months  (ist  April  to  the 
30th  November  1919)  and  the  whole  amount  was  realized 
within  the  year.  The  income  Rs.  320  includes  Rs.  17  on 
account  of  the  assessment  of  the  previous  year.  The  income 
from  tolls  from  the  1st  December  1919  to  the  end  of  March 
1920  was  Rs.  22,308  as  against  an  estimate  of  Rs.  14,000  show- 
ing an  increase  of  Rs.  8,308.  The  income  from  the  terminal 
tax  was  Rs.  9,228  as  against  an  estimate  of  Rs.  16,000  showing 
a decrease  of  Rs.  6,772.  The  Railwayshave  sent  their  collections 
for  only  three  months,  i.  e.  for  December,  January  and 
Pebruary.  There  was  a strike  in  the  N.  W.  Rly.  in  January 
1920  which  affected  the  income  of  the  terminal  tax  also.  The 
experience  of  the  current  year  (1920-21)  will  show  the  actual 
income  from  the  new  taxes.  The  total  income  from  octroi, 
terminal  and  toll  taxes  amounted  to  Rs.  1,05,177  as  against  the 
net  octroi  income  of  the  previous  year  Rs.  97,253  showing  an 
increase  of  Rs.  7,924  on  the  whole.  The  new  assessment  of  the 
tax  on  the  annual  value  of  buildings  and  lands  was  brought  into 
effect  from  1st  October  1919,  and  as  under  the  new  Act  no 
allowance  for  depreciation  and  repairs  is  allowed,  there  has  been 
an  increase  of  Rs.  553  under  this  head.

The  incidence  of  taxation  is  Rs.  1-1 0-9  and  that  of  income 
Us.  2-9-11  as  against  the  last  year’s  figures  of  Rs.  1-8  9 and 
Rs.  2-4-8  respectively.  The  incidence  of  the  direct  taxation 
is  only  Rs.  0-0-9  and  that  of  the  indirect  Rs.  1-10-0. 

10.  The  pound  and  hackney-carriages  show  an  increase 
of  Rs.  39  and  Rs.  40  respectively  and  do  not  call  for  any 
remark.  There  is,  however,  an  increase  of  Rs.  206  under 
licenses  for  the  sale  of  spirits  and  drugs.  As  there  were 
difficulties  in  obtaining  kerosine  oil  during  the  year  under 
report,  Government  took  over  the  control  of  the  oil,  and  to 
facilitate  sales  licenses  were  given  to  several  persons  within  the 
municipality,  which  caused  an  increase  of  Rs. 206  in  the  amount 
of  the  license  fees. 

11.  The  income  under  this  head  amounted  to  Rs.  7,670 
as  against  Rs.  6,962  in  the  previous  year,  showing  an  increase 
of  Rs.  7O8.  The  thalcts  (chabutras)  of  tbe  Moreganj  bazar  were 
leased  out  by  auction  at  an  increased  amount  of  Rs.  379.  The 
auction  of  the  lease  of  land  near  Machhli  bazar  caused  an 
increase  of  Rs.  46.  A small  strip  of  the  patri  of  the  road  of 
the  Fazl  Ganj  bazar  was  marked  out  and  allowed  to  be  used  by 
shop-keepers,  which  yielded  an  income  of  Rs.  74.  The  rest  of 
the  increase  is  due  to  the  recovery  of  the  arrears  of  the 
previous  year.  The  total  demand  for  the  year  under  report 
was  realized  except  Rs.  36  on  account  of  the  rent  of  land  for 
1918  19  and  1919-20  due  from  one  Fazl  Karim.  Application 
under  section  291  of  the  Act  for  the  recovery  of  the  amount  of 
Rs.  18  was  sent  to  the  Collector  during  the  year  under  report 
and  the  amount  has  now  been  recovered  and  credited  to 
municipal  accounts,  another  application  has  now  been  sent  for 
tho  recovery  of  Rs.  18  for  the  year  1919-20.  There  is  also 
an  amount  of  Rs.  137  on  account  of  the  rent  of  thalas  for  March 
1920,  which  will  shortly  be  realized,  as  the  rent  is  paid  in  the 
next  month  and  also  a few  annas  from  other  persons  who  sent 
their  rents  in  short  amounts  and  these  amounts  do  not  require 
any  special  action.  Lists  prepared  for  projections  allowed  after 
the  10th  March  1900  have  been  prepared  and  sent  for  veri- 
fication on  the  spot  which  will  take  some  time.  New  projections 
are  allowed  on  the  applicant’s  entering  into  registered  agree- 
ments and  on  payments  of  projection  fees  in  advance,  and  to 
make  sure  that  no  such  collection  is  overlooked,  such  collections 
arc  entered  in  the  demand  register. 

12.  The  income  under  this  head  shows  an  increase  of 
Rs.  278  which  is  mainly  due  to  keen  competition  between  two 
purchasers  of  the  grass  of  the  Manak  Mau  cemetery  which  was 
sold  for  Rs.  250  as  against  Rs.  120  in  tbe  previous  year.  There 
were  small  increases  in  the  amounts  of  grass  and  fruit  of  other 
places  also. 
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13.  The  income  under  this  head  amounted  to  Rs.  7,106 
as  against  Rs.  4,722  showing  an  increase  of  Rs.  2,384.  The 
chief  increase  of  Rs.  1,088  was  in  the  sale  proceeds  of  city 
sweepings  which  amounted  to  Rs.  4,235  as  against  Rs.  3147  in 
the  previous  year.  The  arrear  of  Rs  700  for  the  previous  year 
on  account  of  the  contract  amount  of  the  slaughter  house  blood 
referred  to  under  this  head  in  the  previous  year’s  report  was 
recovered  during  the  year  under  report,  while  Rs.  270  for 
1919-20,  and  Rs.  270  as  an  advance  for  1920-21  was  realized 
tor  the  blood  contract  or  from  the  new  contractor.  There  were 
small  increases  in  the  sale  of  contents  of  Nakhasa  and  Pnl 
Khumran  cesspools.  Rs.  108  on  account  of  the  contract  money 
of  the  sale  of  contents  of  the  night-soil  carts  for  1918-19  from 
one  Basawan  Chamar,  who  paid  only  Rs.  170  during  the  year 
under  report  are  still  to  be  recovered.  Mrs.  Holmes,  a zamindar 
i f this  place,  also  did  not  pay  Rs.  210  on  account  of  the  3 
instalments  of  her  contract  for  the  same  carts  for  1919-20. 
Action  will  be  taken  to  recover  the  money  during  the 
current  year. 

14.  The  income  under  this  head  was  Rs.  5,576  as  against 
Rs.  7,070  in  the  previous  year  showing  a decrease  of  Rs.  1,474. 
The  board  has  to  spend  about  Rs.  1,800  on  staff  and  ticket 
books  for  collecting  tehbazari  and  the  net  income  comes  to 
about  Rs.  3,700  as  against  about  Rs.  7,000  which  the  board 
realized  when  it  used  to  give  contracts  for  the  collection  of 
tehbazari.  The  board  is  considering  this  question  and  it  is 
hoped  that  some  improvement  will  be  effected.  The  branch 
meat  market  Khalepar  is  under  construction. 

15.  There  is  an  increase  of  Rs.  1,515  under  this  head. 
Formerly  octroi  collected  for  animals  for  slaughter  was  shown 
under  item  3 Class  II  (animals  for  slaughter)  but  now  from  the 
time  the  terminal  and  toll  taxes  have  been  introduced  the 
amount  of  octroi  duty  has  been  included  in  the  conservancy 
fees  of  the  slaughter  house  and  shown  under  this  head.  The 
rate  of  fees  for  buffaloes  was  also  increased.  Taking  the  figures 
of  both  heads  there  is  an  increase  of  Rs.  18  as  against  the  in- 
come of  the  previous  year. 

16.  There  was  an  increase  of  Rs.  55  under  copying  fees. 

Owing  to  the  heavy  rainfall  at  the  time  of  the  Gughal 
fair  the  gathering  at  the  fair  was  small,  hence  a decrease  of 
Rs.  28  under  this  head. 

The  income  of  Rs.  29  under  head  32  (c)  registration  fees 
represents  the  fees  for  the  registration  of  dogs.  The  number 
of  dogs  impounded  was  1,844  as  against  1,950  in  the  previous 
year  showing  a decrease  'of  106.  24  dogs  were  released  on

payment  of  municipal  dues  as  against  1G  in  the  previous  year. 
Repeated  proclamations  were  made  throughout  the  municipality 
and  printed  notices  were  issued  to  respec'able  gentlemen  and 
the  only  remedy  is  to  catch  the  dogs  for  which  tokens  have  not 
been  obtained  but  the  space  available  in  the  pound  is  sufficient 
for  only  about  30  dogs  and  is  always  fully  occupied.  It  is  neces- 
sary therefore  to  increase  the  accommodation.  The  matter  will 
again  be  considered  by  the  board  and  suitable  action  taken  in 
this  connection. 

There  is  a decrease  of  Rs.  85  under  license  fees  on  carts. 
A few  bullock  thelas  have  gone  to  Chakrata  and  there  is  still 
restriction  in  the  acceptance  of  goods  on  the  railway,  hence  a 
decrease.  Formerly  fines  under  the  Adulteration  Act  were 
credited  by  Courts  to  Government  accounts,  but  on  a reference 
having  been  made  they  are  now  credited  to  municipal  accounts; 
and  at  the  close  of  the  year  Rs.  650  were  transferred  to  muni- 
cipal accounts,  hence  an  increase. 

17.  There  is  an  increase  of  Rs.  335  under  this  head. 
Last  year’s  figures  included  interests  on  investments  of  Rs. 
15,000  purchased  in  1918-19  for  only  5 months,  while  the 
income  for  the  year  under  report  includes  them  for  the  whole 
year. 


18.  Rs.  19  were  received  on  account  of  services  rendered 
■to  private  individuals.  The  income  under  head  50  “other  items” 
includes  Ids.  11,745  on  account  of  the  sale  of  salt  referred  to  in 
para.  S above.  The  system  of  issuing  licenses  to  shop-keepers 
proved  entirely  unsatisfactory.  This  system  was  abolished 
from  21st  July  1 919  and  five  municipal  shops  were  opened, 
taking  the  whole  stock  of  the  old  licenses,  who  were  paid  ac- 
cording to  the  actual  expenditure  incurred  by  them.  Govern- 
ment, however,  ceased  to  control  salt  after  the  1st  October 
1919.  As  there  was  a probability  of  considerable  reduction  in 
the  price  of  salt,  the  greater  part  thereof  was  disposed  of  by 
auction  and  only  one  municipal  shop  Was  kept  on  after  October 
1919,  and  this  was  closed  on  the  2nd  March  1920.  The  Munici- 
pality has  now  nothing  to  do  with  the  salt  licenses. 

19.  The  receipt  of  Rs.  3,01 0 under  permanent  advances 
represents  the  refund  of  advances  given  to  membei’s  for  grant- 
ing octroi  refunds  and  also  the  advances  of  bonded  ware-house 
and  central  barriers  which  wore  abolished  from  the  1st  De- 
cember 1 9 3 9. 

The  amount  of  Rs.  383  is  ou  account  of  security  deposits 
of  contractors.

8 (b)  EXPENDITURE. 


20.  Owing  to  a general  increase  given  to  the  whole 
municipal  establishment  from  the  1st  April  1919  and  to  the 
continuance  of  the  payment  of  dearness  and  war  allowances 
there  are  increases  under  all  heads  of  establishment. 


21.  The  expenditure  of  Its.  1,726  under  this  head  in- 
cludes Rs.  1,126  paid  to  the  College  Press  Ilurki  for  printing 
survey  sheets.  28  sheets  were  printed  by  the  press  during  the 
year  under  report  and  25  sheets  are  still  there.  Boundary 
pillars  were  put  up  around  the  nazul  plots  during  the  year  under 
report  and  the  pillars  were  shown  in  survey  sheets.  There  is 
«tiil  an  amin  and  a klialasi  for  this  work  and  the  work  will 
probably  be  complete  in  about  4 months.  There  is  now  a 
complete  record  of  nazul  in  this  municipality  including  roads 
and  streets,  etc.  Nazul  plots  are  not  many  in  this  municipality. 
Most  of  them  are  already  rented  and  the  rest  are  used  for 
collecting  banker  and  stone  ballast,  etc.  A complete  list  of 
nazul  plots  has  already  been  submitted.

Under  Collector’s  order  dated  the  4th  March  1920  the 
laud  occupied  by  opium  and  drugs  shops  near  the  Railway 
station  barrier  was  transferred  to  the  District  Board  as  the 
land  was  a portion  of  the  road  under  the  management  of  the 
P.  W,  Department. 


22.  As  mentioned  in  para.  8 above  the  water  supply  and  12.  Electric  Works, 
drainage  schemes  have  received  the  administrative  sanction  of  *TShtins-  , 

# 14.  Water  supply, 

the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  the  detailed  plans  and  estimates  15.  Drainage, 
of  the  electric  light  scheme  have  also  been  ordered  to  be  pre- 
pared. Owing  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  kerosnie  oil  and  its 
high  prices  the  28  gas  lamps  of  the  municipality  were  not  lit 
during  the  year  under  report  except  in  March  1920,  during  the 
exhibition  period.  There  was  therefore  a decrease  of  Rs.  4,863 
in  expenditure  under  this  head.  The  expenditure  of  Rs.  321 
under  head  ‘Police’  represents  the  reward  given  to  the  Police  in 
gambling  cases,  and  that  of  Rs.  1,443  under  head  14  drainage 
capital  outlay  to  the  construction  of  a drain  in  Pathanpura 
which  receives  the  sullage  of  a great  part  of  the  village.  This 
sullage  is  collected  in  large  cesspools  which  are  emptied  by  the 
Conservancy  department.  Though  this  arrangement  is  not 
entirely  satisfactory,  it  is  a considerable  improvement.  The 
sullage  for  merely  used  merely  to  stagnate  in  the  kachha  road 
side  drain,  until  it  sank  into  the  soil.  Rs.  1,297  were  spent 
on  repairs  to  other  drains  of  the  municipality. 


23.  The  increase  of  Es.3,479  nnderl6  (a)--es(ablishment”  16.  Comer™.* 
is  due  to  the  increase  of  pay  of  all  bhishtis,  sweepers  and  the 
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other  staff  of  this  department.  The  purchase  of  5 bullocks  and 
4 buffaloes  in  addition  to  4 bulls  received  from  villages  and 
the  high  prices  of  fodder  and  gram  increased  the  expenditure 
under  sub-head  (b)  ‘cost  and  feed  of  live  stock’  by  Rs.  949.  The 
expenditure  cf  5 new  carts  Rs.  22 5 was  shown  under  sub-head 
(c),  ‘plant  and  contingencies’.  One  incinerater  was  also  made 
near  the  Gang  Jadid  latrine  which  worked  well  and  2 more 
incinerators  are  proposed  to  be  made  during  the  curreut  year. 
The  increase  of  Rs.  2,192  under  sub-head  (d)  ‘road  watering’ 
was  owing  to  the  purchase  of  7 bullocks  for  Rs.  630  and  to  the 
high  prices  of  bhusa  and  gram.  Three  barrels  were  also  made 
for  road  watering  carts  at  a cost  of  Rs.  135.  The  horse  allow- 
ance of  the  Health  Officer  was  increased  from  Rs.  20  to  Rs.  25 
and  the  pay  of  the  sanitary  inspectors  was  also  raised  like  the 
other  establishment.  There  has  therefore  been  an  increase  of 
Rs.  221  under  head  “Charges  on  account  of  Health  Officers  and 
Sanitary  Inspectors.” 

17.  Hospitals  and  dis-  24.  No  whole  time  trained  mid-wife  (see  para.  14  of  the 

peasuries.  previous  year’s  report)  could  be  obtained  during  the  year 

uuder  report.  The  Board  has  now  decided  to  appoint  a female 
sub-assistant  surgeon  on  Rs.  60—5 — 80  with  Rs.  15  convey- 
ance allowance,  but  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  find  a 
suitable  woman  as  yet.  There  is  therefore  a saving  of 
Rs.  407  under  this  head.

ury  officers,  yetr.  If  1S  still  m the  city.  Two  travelling  dispensaries 

were  at  once  opened  under  the  charge  of  a sub-assistant 
surgeon  and  a Hakim  to  trace  out  and  treat  cases.  There 
were  3177  births  as  against  3108  in  the  previous  year,  the 
ratio  being  50  55  as  against  49'45  the  figures  of  the  previous 
year.  The  no.  of  deaths  was  2766  as  against  5058  in  the 
previous  year  and  3436  in  the  year  before.  Owiug  to  the 
severe  epidemic  of  influenza  in  October  and  November  1918 
the  death  figures  of  the  previous  year  were  abnormally  high. 
The  deaths  among  children  under  one  year  of  age  totalled  903 
as  against  1072  in  the  previous  }Tear  and  1059  in  the  year 
before.  The  primary  vaccinations  performed  show  an  increase 
of  235’,  the  no.  of  successful  cases  being  190  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  Re-vaccinations,  however,  show  a decrease;  the 
figures  in  the  previous  year  were  swelled  by  the  large  no.  of 
men  vaccinated  in  the  Remount  Depot  and  in  the  Railway 
Training  Camp. 

No  inspection  was  male  by  the  sanitary  officers  during 
the  year  under  report.  The  old  cemetery  of  Khalepar  was  closed 
and  the  newly  acquired  land  opened  from  1st  January  1920, 
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Action  is  being  taken  to  acquire  land  for  a cemetery  on  tlie 
Sarsawa  road,  as  the  present  cemeter}'  there  is  nearly  filled. 

26.  The  expenditure  of  Rs.  1,657  under  head  (21)  repre- 
sents the  amount  of  compensation  paid  for  the  land  acquired 
for  the  cemetery  of  Khalepar.  The  decrease  of  Rs.  448  under 
head  22  markets  and  slaughter  houses”  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  last  year’s  figures  included  Rs.  245  the  compensation  of  the 
land  acquired  for  the  branch  meat  market  of  Khalepar  and 
also  to  a greater  amount  spent  on  repairs  to  the  meat  market 
in  that  year. 

27.  The  kachcha  building  of  the  Nawabganj  pound  was 
improved  at  a cost  of  Rs.  114  and  Rs.  85  were  spent  on  repairs 
to  the  Firodgah  pound,  which  increased  the  expenditure  by  Rs. 
197.  The  bardasht-khana  and  well,  which  are  to  be  built  by  the 
P.  W.  Department,  have  not  yet  been  erected  and  there  has 
not  therefore  been  an  exchange  of  the  land  acquired  by  the 
board  for  the  military  camping  ground  with  the  land  of  the  Fi- 
lodgah  camping  ground.  The  grass  of  the  land  was,  however, 
sold  for  Rs.  llO  again  and  Rs.  68  were  paid  on  account  of 
Government  revenue.  The  expenditure  of  the  previous  year 
did  not  include  the  amount  of  revenue  which  was  paid  during 
the  year  under  report.  Rs.  24  were  paid  to  the  moharrir  of 
the  Nawabganj  pound  as  an  allowance  of  Rs.  2 p.  m.  to  collect 
the  Nawabganj  parao  fees.  The  increase  of  Rs.  122  under  head 
(25)  is  due  to  the  increase  of  pay  of  tnalis. 

28.  The  rise  of  price  of  medicines  caused  an  increase  in 
expenditure  under  this  head.  The  cost  of  medicines  paid 
during  the  year  under  report  was  Rs.  338  as  against  Rs.  1 8 1 
in  the  previous  year.  The  pay  of  the  staff  was  also  slightly 
increased.  The  number  of  deaths  owing  to  influenza  was  last 
year  very  large  and  a greater  amount  was  therefore  spent  in 
giving  a pice  per  report  to  sweepers. 

29.  The  increase  of  Rs.  491.  under  head  28  “Establish- 

ment” was  due  to  the  fact  that  in  the  last  year  the  steam  road 
roller  with  its  staff  was  lent  to  the  P.  W.  Department  for  some 
months  for  constructing  the  Amballa  trunk  road.  The  increase 
of  Rs.  10,476  under  head  30  ‘Roads’  was  owing  to  the  consoli- 
dation of  four  kachcha  roads  at  a cost  of  Rs.  4,050  and  to  the 
pavement  of  four  streets  at  a cost  of  Rs.  774.  1 1 other  roads 

were  repaired  as  against  9 in  the  previous  year. 

30.  A primary  school  was  opened  in  the  khalasi  lines  near 
the  Railway  Station.  Other  boys  and  girls  schools  were  the

p.  m.  was  given  to  a widow  scholar  of  the  King  Edward  School 
for  Hindu  girls.  The  decrease  of  Rs.  3,063  is,  however,  owing 
to  the  amount  of  Rs.  3,220  the  Government  grant  for  education 
having  been  withheld  until  the  District  Board  could  spend  the 
amount  of  contributions  given  to  them  in  the  previous  year. 
There  is  no  technical  school  in  this  municipality. 

31.  The  district  exhibition  was  re-opened  in  March  last, 
and  Rs.  500  were  contributed  to  its  funds  by  the  municipality. 
With  the  sanction  of  the  Commissioner  goods  brought  to  and 
taken  from  the  exhibition  were  exempted  from  the  payment  of 
the  terminal  tax  and  toll.  Gughal  fair  was  held  as  usual  and 
the  total  cost  amounted  to  Rs.  90  as  against  an  income  of  Rs. 
175  shown  on  income  side  under  head  32  (6). 

(41)  Printing  charges- 

32.  Owing  to  the  introduction  of  the  terminal  and  toll 
taxes  face  value  tickets,  which  are  given  for  each  head,  bahngi, 
cart  and  animal  load  separately,  were  obtained  from  the  Governs 
ment  Press,  hence  an  increase  of  Rs.  5,551  in  expenditure.  The 
figures  of  other  heads  do  not  require  comment. 

23.  Audit  note. 

33.  The  annual  audit  note  gave  satisfactory  result.  An 
annotated  copy  of  the  note  has  already  been  submitted  to  you. 
The  Board  is  taking  action  with  reference  to  tehhazari  system. 

24.  General. 

34.  I only  took  over  charge  on  April  1st  last  and  am  not 
in  a position  as  yet  to  express  any  opinion  on  the  'working  of 
the  municipality.  That  all  is  not  deemed  satisfactory  by  some 
residents  is  however  very  clear,  but  how  far  their  opinion  are 
strictly  altruistic  is  not  so  clear.  The  points  that  seem  most 
urgently  to  call  for  consideration  are  the  hydro-electric  and 
drainage  scheme*,  and  the  provision  of  additional  market 
accommodation  while  the  arrangement  of  the  tehhazari  and 
supervision  of  hackney  carriages  also  seem  to  require  attention. 
I believe  that  my  predecessor  considered  that  the  Vice- 
Chairman,  Secretary  and  staff  generally  worked  well  and  the 
members  generally  took  at  least  a reasonable  interest  in  the 
working  of  the  Board  while  one  or  two  were  decidedly 
energetic.

1920  the  N.  W.  Railway  was  constituted  a nominating  body  and 
it  nominated  its  Executive  Engineer  as  a member  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Board.  There  was  no  other  change  in  the  constitution. 
There  were  therefore  12  elected  (7  Muslim  and  5 non-muslim) 
and  3 nominated  members.  The  District  Magistrate  is  the 
Chairman  ex~offivio,  and  the  office  of  the  Chairman  was  held 
by  Mr.  C.  A.  Silberrad  throughout  the  year.  Khwaja  Mazahar 
Hasan  was  Vice-Chairman  as  in  the  three  previous  years,  but 
from  the  1st  April  1921  Mr.  B.  R.  Bomonji  has  again  been 
elected  as  Vice-Chairman. 

In  reply  to  a recent  reference  from  Government  (Gf.  0.  No. 
446/XI-13,  dated  the  14th  March  1921)  the  Board  has  expressed 
its  unwillingness  to  elect  a non-official  Chairman.

y.  The  year  opened  with  a cash  balance  of  Rs.  27,857.  The 
income  for  the  year  was  Rs.  1,44,481  as  against  Rs.  1,67,893 
of  the.  previous  year  and  Rs.  1,46,924  of  the  year  before, 
Last  year’s  receipts  included  Rs.  1,572  on  account  of  the. 
profit  of  the  sale  of  salt.  There  was  no  rain  after  July  and  the 
Kharif  and  sugarcane  crops  were  exceedingly  poor  and  there 
was  therefore  smaller  income  under  heads  15  and  19  Tolls 
and  Terminal  tax.  The  total  income  from  octroi  for  8 
months  and  from  tolls  and  terminal  taxes  for  4 months  was 
Rs.  1,02,031  in  the  previous  year  while  the  income  from  the 
tolls  and  terminal  taxes  amountel  to  Rs.  94,243  during 
the  year  under  report  showing  a decrease  of  Rs.  7,788. 

The  total  expenditure  amounted  to  Rs.  1,60,179  leaving  an 
actual  closing  balance  of  Rs.  12,209,  The  invested  funds  of  the 
Municipal  Board  amount  to  Rs.  2,52,100.  But  as  the  value 
of  tha  Government  Promissory  notes  has  fallen  to  Rs.  53% 
the  Board  can  get  nothing  more  than  Rs.  1,34,000  if 
the  notes  were  spld  now,  Like  the  Government  departments 
the  Board  also  increased  the  salaries  of  bs  staff  on  the  basis 
of  the  Silberrad  scheme  but  as  funds  were  not  available  the  in- 
crease was  allowed  from  the  1st  October  1920.  After  deducting 
the  normal  and  recurring  expenditure  the  board  annually  saved 
about  Rs.  17,000  for  improvements  and  new  charges  but  this 
amount  will  now  be  spent  on  increased  salaries  of  the  staff.  The 
conservancy  department  alone  taking  about  Rs.  14,000.  The 
financial  position  of  the  Municipal  Board  is  not  therefore  satis- 
factory and  hence  the  Board  is  considering  the  question  of  in- 
creasing the  rates  of  the  terminal  tax.  The  Board  also  pro- 
posed to  increase  the  rates  of  the  toll,  but  more  than  3,000 
persons  objected  to  it.  It  was  thought  fit  to  increase  at  present 
the  rates  of  the  terminal  tax  only  for  which  an  application  for 
sanction  will  shortly  be  made.  As  mentioned  in  para.  8 of  the 
last  year’s  report  the  estimated  cost  of  the  three  schemes  Elec- 
tric, Drainage  and  Water  Supply  was  Rs.  14,00,000,  but  now 
from  letter  no.  22/B.  P.  H.,  dated  20th  January  1921  from  the 
Board  of  Public  Health  it  appears  that  the  expenditure  will  not 
be  less  than  Rs.  30,00,000.  It  is  possible  that  it  may  be  more. 
Government  has  sanctioned  the  plans  and  estimates  amounting 
to  Rs.  19,17,844  for  the  drainage  and  water  supply  schemes  and 
they  can  be  carried  out  when  funds  are  available.  Of  these 
schemes  the  one  for  electricity  appears  to  be  the  most  urgent. 

But  the  Board  does  not  find  its  way  to  embark  on  such  costly 
schemes  at  present  and  the  matter  will  have  to  be  postponed 
for  some  time.

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12.  The  income  under  this  head  was  Rs.  4,942  as  against  (30) 
Rs.  5,076  in  the  previous  year  mid  Rs.  7,070  in  the  year  before. 
Deducting  Rs.  1,863  on  account  of  the  pay  of  staff  and  ticket 
books,  the  net  income  amounts  to  Rs.  3,079  as  against  Rs.  7,000 
which  the  Board  realized  when  it  used  to  give  contracts  for  the 
collection  of  tehabzari.  This  new  system  has  resulted  in  a 
distinct  and  heavy  loss  for  the  last  3 years  and  the  Board  is 
contemplating  the  advisability  of  adopting  the  old  system  of 
thecca. 

The  Board  has  recently  sent  amended  byelaws  for  the  collec- 
tion of  the  tehbazari  for  your  sanction  but  it  is  doubtful  if  they 
will  prove  successful.  In  several  municipalities  the  collection 
of  the  tehbazari  is  farmed  and  the  contractors  are  required  to 
write  in  the  agreements,  the  rates  beyond  which  they  cannot 
collect  anything.  The  Board  is  considering  to  adopt  the  same 
system  and  proposals  will  be  sent  for  approval,  when  passed  by 
the  Board.  The  present  grain  market  is  on  the  Moreganj  bazar 
road,  which  remained  so  congested  that  for  the  most  part  of 
the  day  it  is  very  difficult  to  pass  by  that  road.  The  Board  is 
now  considering  to  build  a grain  market  on  a portion  of  the 
Firodgah  land.  100  big  grain  shops  and  70  small  shops  for 
other  dry  goods  have  been  proposed  to  be  built  by  the  shop- 
keepers to  whom  the  land  will  be  leased.  Your  general  approval 
for  the  market  has  been  obtained  and  the  Sanitary  Com- 
missioner has  also  given  his  approval  and  the  plans  have  now 
been  sent  to  the  Sanitary  Engineer  for  approval  as  re- 
commended by  the  Sanitary  Commissioner. 

13.  There  is  an  increase  of  Rs.  1,592  under  this  head.  (30) 
From  the  time  the  terminal  and  toll  taxes  have  been  introduced

17.  As  mentioned  in  para.  7 above  a general  increase  was 
given  to  the  whole  municipal  establishment  on  the  basis  of  the 
Silberrad  scheme  and  on  the  scale  of  the  year  of  1914-15. 
Thus  the  increases  already  given  from  1st  April  1919  were 
accounted  for  in  calculating  the  amount  of  increments  but  for 
want  of  funds  the  increments  were  allowed  to  be  drawn  from  the 
1st  October  1920.  The  paymeut  of  dearness  and  war  allow- 
ances has  ceased  from  the  same  date.  There  are  therefore 
increases  under  all  heads  of  establishments.  Octroi  was  abo- 
lished from  1st  December  1919  and  reduction  was  made  in 
the  establishment  on  the  introduction  of  the  terminal  and  toll 
taxes  and  a still  further  reduction  was  also  made  during  the 
year  under  report.  Last  year’s  expenditure  was  therefore 
shown  under  head  2 collection  of  taxes  and  the  expenditure 
for  the  year  under  report  lias  been  shown  under  head 
£3  collection  of  tolls  on  roads,  which  shows  a decrease 
of  Rs.  57. 

18.  Rs.  456  were  spent  under  this  head  during  the  }’ear 
underreport.  It  includes  Rs.  166  paid  to  the  College  Press 
Rurki  for  printing  4 surve)''  sheets  and  Rs.  272  on  account 
of  the  pay  of  a draftsman  and  of  a khalasi  for  5 months. 
The  services  of  these  two  men  were  dispensed  with  from  the  1st 
August  1920.  There  are  still  20  sheets  in  the  Press  to  be 
printed  and  when  this  is  done  the  whole  work  of  the  survey 
operations  will  be  finished. 
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19.  The  expenditure  of  Rs.  175  represents  Rs.  78  refund- 
ed to  the  owners  of  8 cattle  which  were  sold  as  unclaimed  from 
the  municipal  pounds,  Rs.  48  on  account  of  refunds  of  the  ter- 
minal and  toll  taxes  which  amount  was  proved  to  have  been 
realized  on  goods  belonging  to  Government  or  in  excess  of  the 
actual  demands  by  mistake.  It  also  includes  Rs.  31  on  account 
of  refunds  of  fines  which  were  remitted  in  appeal. 

20.  Some  years  ago  the  municipal  board  supplied  minimax 
fire  extinguishers  to  all  police  chaukis  within  the  municipal 
limits.  Rs.  86  were  spent  during  the  year  under  report  for 
supplying  24  packets  of  soda  and  12  refills  to  replenish  the  ex- 
hausted stock.  There  is  an  increase  of  Rs.  9,479  under  light- 
ing. Rs.  4,000  were  paid  as  part  payment  in  advance  on  ac- 
count of  the  Sanitary  Engineer’s  fee  for  preparing  the  plans 
and  estimates  of  the  electric  supply  scheme.  Rs.  1,720  were 
spent  in  lighting  gas  lamps  during  the  exhibition  period  of  1920, 
out  of  which  Rs.  604  are  to  be  recovered  from  the  exhibition 
fund  and  for  which  the  demand  has  already  been  made.  The 
expenditure  also  includes  Rs.  2,100  paid  to  the  firms  dealing  in 
kerosine  oil  in  settlement  of  their  bills  for  the  previous  year’s 
accounts.  The  increase  in  the  rate  of  oil  by  Rs.  0-1-3  per  tin 
as  against  the  rate  of  the  previous  year  further  swelled 
the  amount  of  the  expenditure.  Attempts  were  made 
to  keep  the  lanterns  in  order,  which  required  extensive 
repairs  of  lanterns  and  supply  of  chimneys.  The  old  Lighting 
Inspector  retired  from  the  1st  April  1920  and  another  man  was 
appointed  in  his  place.  The  remark  regarding  increase  of  salaries 
of  staff  applies  here  also.  The  period  of  full  night  lighting 
during  the  rainy  season  was  reduced  from  4 to  3 months  and 
this  practice  will  take  effect  from  the  current  year  1921-22. 

Rs.  6,049  were  also  paid  during  the  year  under  report  on 
account  of  the  Sanitary  Engineer’s  fees  for  preparing  the  plans 
and  estimates  of  the  water  supply.  ' As  mentioned  in  para,  7 
above  the  matter  is  still  under  consideration  as  to  when  and 
how  the  schemes  should  be  carried  out.  The  electric  supply 
scheme  is  not  yet  ready  and  it  cannot  definitely  be  said  what 
will  be  the  estimate  of  the  cost  of  that  scheme,  but  it  is  said 
that  it  will  not  be  less  than  Rs.  10,00,000.  Rs.  1,496  were  spent 
on  repairs  to  the  existing  drains. 

21.  The  increase  of  Rs.  3,711  under  sub-head  (a)  Subor- 
dinate establishment  was  chiefly  due  to  the  increase  of  the 
salaries  of  the  whole  establishment.  The  increase  of  Rs.  884 
under  sub-head  ( b ) was  on  account  of  the  increase  of  hire  of 
rubbish  carts  from  Rs.  28  to  35  p m.  from  October  1920  and  the 
number  of  municipal  bullocks  and  buffaloes  was  43  as  against 
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38  in  the  previous  year.  For  want  of  funds  road  watering  was 
stopped  from  December  1920  and  there  is  therefore  a decrease 
of  Its.  2,577  under  (d).  Provision  has  however  been  made  in  the 
budget  for  the  current  year.  The  horse  allowances  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  were  increased  by  Rs.  5 p.  m.  each  and  the 
pay  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  was  increased  like  the  other 
establishment.  There  has  therefore  been  an  increase  of  Hs.  191 
under  head  “ charges  on  account  of  health  officers  and  sanitary 
inspectors.” 


21  (a)  Ks.  4,790  were  provided  for  the  construction  of  a 
small  meat  market  of  6 shops  at  Khalepar,  out  of  which 
Rs.  3,547  were  spent  during  the  year  under  report.  The  work 
is  complete  except  that  the  doors  are  yet  to  be  put  up.  Besides 
this  Rs.  9,596  were  paid  to  the  Sanitary  Engineer  on  account 
of  his  fees  for  preparing  the  hydro-electric  and  water  supply 
schemes  referred  to  in  para,  20  above.

Owing  to  high  prices  of  necessaries  Rs.  200  was  paid  as  a spe- 
cial grant  for  lepers  to  meet  the  extra  charges.  The  rates  of 
stipends  allowed  for  the  lepers  are  miserably  inadecjuate  and 
an  application  for  increase  in  the  Government  grant  has  been 
sent  to  you  and  orders  on  this  account  ore  awaited.

The 
disposal  arrangements  of  the  dead  bodies  of  Mohammedans 
will  be  made  by  the  Imam  of  the  Jama  Masjid  and  those 
of  the  Hindus  by  the  Sewa  Sammati.  Information  be  sent  to 
them  when  any  such  person  dies  in  a dispensary  or  on  any 
public  place  and  they  will  recover  the  actual  cost  not 
exceeding  the  sanctioned  amount  of  Rs.  S per  corpse,  from 
the  municipal  board.  This  will  avoid  delay  in  disposal  and  the 
present  practice  of  removing  and  burying  such  corpses  by 
sweepers  will  cease. 

Endeavours  were  made  to  get  a mid-wife  or  Assistant  Sur- 
geon but  no  one  found.  Cholera  outfit  complete  was  purchased 
from  Messrs.  Parke  Davis  Co.,  Bombay  at  a cost  of  Rs.  152. 
In  April,  May  aud  June  1920,  116  cases  of  influenza  occurred 
and  Rs.  509  were  spent  in  checking  the  disease. 

A Hakim  anl  a Doctor  were  engaged  to  go  round  and  look- 
after  the  patients  at  their  houses.  The  increase  of  Rs.  91  un- 
der vaccination  was  due  to  the  increase  ot  the  pay  of  the  staff. 

23.  As  mentioned  in  para.  25  of  the  last  year’s  report  in- 
fluenza in  a mild  form  continued  till  June  1920  and  the  number 
of  deaths  on  this  account  was  116  during  the  year  under  report. 
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Malaria  was  severe  in  July,  August,  and  September  1920.  In 
other  months  the  general  health  of  the  people  was  good.  There 
was  no  case  of  cholera  during  the  year  under  report.  Thero 
were  3,097  births  as  against  3,255  in  the  previous  year,  the  ratio 
being  49*27  as  against  50  55  in  the  previous  year.  The  number 
of  deaths  was  3,517  as  against  2766  in  the  previous  year.  The 
deaths  among  children  under  one  year  of  age  totalled  1062  as 
against  903  in  the  previous  year.  The  primary  vaccinations 
performed  show  a slight  decrease  of  18  but  the  number  of  suc- 
cessful cases  was  15  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  Re-vacci- 
nations were  47  os  against  1,807  in  the  previous  year.  The 
numbers  in  previous  years  swelled  by  a large  number  of  men 
vaccinated  iu  the  Remount  Depot  and  in  the  Railway  Training 
Camp,  the  latter  has  now  been  abolished. 

The  Deputy  Sanitary  Commissioner  inspected  the  Munici- 
pality in  July  1920,  and  every  item  of  his  inspection  note  was 
carefully  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the 
Board  ; and  a detailed  report  was  sent  to  you  and  also  to  the 
Sanitary  Commissioner. 

24.  The  present  Dabniwala  cemetery  on  the  Sarsawa  (21) 

road  is  nearly  full  of  graves  and  the  Board  has  acquired  14  ^2) 

bighas  and  3 biswas  of  land  just  close  to  the  old  cemetery  under 
G.O.  No.  1630/XI.35/«,  dated  the  27th  October  1920.  Possession 

of  the  land  has  been  taken  over  by  the  board,  but  the  com- 
pensation statement  has  not  yet  been  received.  The  estimated 
cost  of  tfie  land  is  Rs.  1,760.  Provision  has  been  made  in  the 
budget  for  the  current  year. 

A new  branch  meat  market  consisting  of  4 shops  for  beef 
and  2 shops  for  mutton  has  been  built  near  Mohalla  Jogyan 
at  Khalapar  under  the  directions  and  supervision  of  the  Sani- 
tary Engineer.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  project  is  Rs.  4,790, 
out  of  which  Rs.  3,547  were  paid  during  the  current  year. 

Doors  are  not  yet  ready  and  the  account  will  be  settled  on  the 
completion  of  the  work.  As  mentioned  in  para.  13  above,  the 
board  has  fixed  the  rent  of  Rs.  5 per  shop  per  month  for  this 
market.  The  rest  of  the  expenditure  Rs.  325  was  spent  on 
repairs  to  the  old  meat  market  and  slaughter  houses. 

25.  Owing  to  the  high  prices  of  all  articles  the  revised  „3 
estimate  for  building  a store  depot  and  a well  at  the  new  24. 
parao  amounts  to  Rs.  9,520.  Work  could  not  be  undertaken  25, 
during  the  year  under  report  for  want  of  funds  and  there  has 

not  therefore  been  an  exchange  of  the  land  acquired  by  the 
Board  for  the  Military  camping  ground  with  the  land  of  the 
Firodgah  camping  ground.  The  grass  of  the  land  was  how- 
ever sold  for  Rs.  110  again  and  Rs.  68  were  paid  on  account 
of  Government  revenue.  The  increase  of  Rs.  34,  Rs.  3 and

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Rs.  263  under  pounds,  parao  and  gardens  respectively  wor« 
due  to  the  increase  of  the  pay  of  their  staff. 

26.  The  slight  increase  of  Rs.  44  under  head  ‘veterinary 
charges’  was  owing  to  the  increase  of  the  pay  of  the  staff. 
The  present  veterinary  dispensary  is  in  a house  on  hire  and 
the  owner  of  the  house  is  anxious  to  have  it  vaca'ed  by  the 
Municip  d board.  Plans  and  estimates  were  mide  for  building 
a dispensary  on  the  Nawab  Ganj  Municipal  parao.  The  dis- 
pensary however  treats  a little  more  than  half  of  the  cattle  of 
places  outside  the  Municipal  limits  and  the  Committee  thought 
it  fit  to  obtain  half  the  cost  from  the  District  B >ard.  But  it 
is  a pity  that  neither  the  District  Board  nor  the  Municipal 
Board  has  funds  to  carry  out  the  project.  The  proposal  was 
therefore  dropped  for  want  of  funds  at  present. 

'fhe  increase  of  Kt  46  under  birth  and  death  registration 
is  mainly  due  to  the  increase  of  the  p ly  of  the  birth  and  death 
registration  moharrir. 

27.  The  pay  of  the  permanent  gang  was  increased,  but 
as  the  steam  road  roller  was  lent  to  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment of  Karnal  and  also  to  the  Municipality  of  Kaithal  for  the 
consolidation  of  their  roals  and  thereafter  the  services  of  the 
driver  of  the  roller  were  dispensed  with  and  only  a fireman 
was  retained  to  keep  the  roller  in  order,  there  was  a decrease 
of  Its.  202  under  head  28  ‘establishment.’  The  increase  of 
Its.  193  under  head  29  ‘buildings’  was  on  account  of  repairs 
of  the  town  hall,  which  was  not  done  in  the  previous  year. 
Ten  roads  were  repaired  at  a cost  of  Its.  12,211.  The  stone 
ballast  was  received  too  late  and  Rs.  3,395  were  paid  on 
account  of  its  cost  in  the  1st  week  of  April  of  the  current  year 
The  Moreganj  and  Malgodam  roads,  for  which  the  ballast  has 
been  purchased,  will  be  consolidated  during  the  next  rains. 

28.  The  number  of  boys  schools  was  reduced  from  20  to 
18  as  two  aided  schools  were  closed  owing  to  non-co-operation 
and  low  enrolment.  A grant  of  Rs.  35  p.  m was  however, 
sanctioned  by  the  Municipal  Board  for  the  A V.  P.  School 
(now  called  as  Kashi  Ram’s  English  School)  from  1st  April 

1921.  The  District  Beard  spent  the  Government  grant 
of  Rs.  3,220  on  primary  schools  and  the  amount  was  there- 
fore paid  to  it.  The  board  is  going  to  erect  a building  for 
the  school  of  Pathanpurn  at  a cost  of  Rs.  4,002.  G.  O. 
No.  98-XI-8,  dated  19th  January  1921  for  compulsory  and 
free  primary  education  was  considered,  but  action  thereon  was 
postponed  for  want  of  funds.  There  was  no  technical  school 
during  the  year  under  report. 

29  The  district  exhibition  was  not  held  during  the  year 
under  report,  hence  the  contribution  of  Rs.  500  was  not  paid

and  there  was  therefore  a decrease  of  the  amount  under  this 
head. 


30.  Owing  to  the  proposal  of  increasing  the  rates  of  the 
terminal  and  toll  taxes  the  indent  for  forms  for  1921-22  was 
submitted  late  and  none  were  received  during  the  year  under 
report.  There  was  therefore  a decrease  of  Rs.  7,807.  All 
rules,  regulations  and  bye-laws  were  collected  in  a book  form 
and  sent  to  the  Nawal  Kishore  Press  for  printing,  but  the  book 
is  not  yet  ready.  Rs.  104  were  paid  to  the  Government 
Pleader  and  also  to  a Mukhtar  engaged  in  case9  against  Baij- 
nath  and  Bishamber  Das  in  connection  with  the  lease  of  a 
surplus  land  of  a cemetery  and  against  one  Mohammad  Qasim 
Khan  the  owner  of  a compound  who  was  required  to  pave  the 
compound  and  in  default  of  which  the  work  was  carried  out  by 
the  Municipal  Board  and  the  owner  filed  a suit  in  the  civil 
court,  but  all  the  above  cases  were  decided  in  favour  of  the 
Municipal  Board.

The  increase  of  Rs.  653  under  sub-head  (3)  provident 
fund  was  due  to  the  bonus  paid  to  municipal  employees  in 
consideration  of  their  long  and  good  services.  Rs.  148  were 
spent  on  the  arrangements  of  the  Gughal  fair.  The  increase 
of  Rs.  58  was  due  to  the  increase  of  prices  of  materials  re- 
quired for  the  construction  of  temporary  latrines  etc.  The 
expenditure  of  Rs.  2,502  under  sub-head  ( e ) Miscellaneous 
includes  Rs.  1,000  paid  on  account  of  the  cost  of  tin  tickets 
affixed  to  houses  in  connection  with  the  census  operations.  As 
stated  in  para.  15  above  Rs.  598  have  been  recovered  from  the 
owners  of  bouses  and  the  action  of  recovering  the  rest  is  in 
progress.  Rs.  164-14-0  were  paid  as  Railway  freight  of  the 
steam  road  roller  from  Kaithal  and  the  amount  will  be  recovered 
from  that  Municipality  during  the  current  year  and  for  which 
a reference  has  already  been  made. 

31.  Auditors  visited  this  Municipality  in  February  1921,  (23)  Audit  note 

but  the  audit  note  has  not  yet  been  received. 

32.  I only  took  over  charge  on  the  2nd  of  April  and  I ^4)  General, 
am  not  in  a position  to  express  any  opinion  on  the  working  of 
the  Municipality.  I am  desired  by  the  members  of  the  Board 
to  acknowledge  the  services  of  the  relieved  Vice-Chairman 
Khwaja  Mohammad  Mazahar  Husain.  The  members  speak 
highly  of  the  work  of  the  Secretary.

Last  years  receipts  under  head  19  terminal  tax  included  the 
tax  collected  by  the  railway  upto  the  end  of  January  while  the 
income  for  the  year  under  report  includes  collections  upto  the 
end  of  February.  The  increase  in  the  terminal  tax  being 
mainly  due  to  good  harvest  consequent  on  favourable  monsoon. 
The  total  expenditure  amounted  to  Rs.  171,015  including  an 
item  of  re  fund  of  Rs.  2807,  out  of  the  Government  grant  for 
the  cheap  grain  shops.  This  left  a closing  blance  of  Rs.  24,855. 

The  invested  fund  of  the  Board  amounted  to  Rs  2,38,100 
after  the  withdrawal  of  Rs.  14,000  above  stated. 


The  financial  position  appears  to  be  brighter  as  Govern- 
ment sanction  has  already  been  received  for  the  increase  of 
rates  of  the  terminal  tax  which  will  come  into  force  from  the 
1st.  or  May  1922,  by  which  an  additional  income  of  Rs.  64,000 
per  annum  is  expected.  A new  tax  on  carriages  and  motors  as 
sanctioned  in  Commissioner’s  notification  No.  1655/XXIII-39 
(21-22)  dated  the  4th  March  1922  has  also  been  introduced 
from  the  1st.  April  1922  and  it  ought  to  yield  an  income  of 
Rs.  .3,400.  The  staff  was  reduced  in  various  departments  and 
this  will  effect  a saving  of  Rs.  7,000  per  annum.  Howevre 
our  present  position  will  not  anable  the  Board  to  launch  any 
costly  schemes  such  a9  that  of  the  drainage  or  water  suppl}\ 
the  combined  estimates  of  which  amount  to  about  Rs  20,00,000. 
The  Board  however  proposes  to  have  the  electric  scheme  carried 
out  through  a company  with  engine  power  house  instead  of 
adopting  the  hydro-electric  scheme  oil  account  of  its  heavy  ini- 
tial costs,  which  no  doclbt  would  have  been  more  useful  and 
economic  in  the  long  run.  Tenders  have  been  called  for  it,  and 
they  will  be  submitted  to  Government  for  sanction  in  due

8.  The  incidence  of  taxation  is  Rs.  1 -11-8  and  that  of  the 
income  Rs.2-ll-6  as  against  Ils.1-8-8  and  Rs.  2-4-9  in  the  previ- 
ous year  respectively.  The  incidence  of  the  direct  taxation  is 
Rs. 0-0-9  and  that  of  the  indirect  Rs. 1-10-1 1 as  ag-ainst  Rs.  0-0-8 
and  Rs.  1-8-0  in  the  previous  year.  The  demand  for  the  tax  on 
the  annual  value  of  buildings  and  lands  for  the  year  under  re- 
port including  Rs.  648  the  arrears  of  the  previous  year  wasRs. 
8,815/-  of  which  Rs.  3,031/-  was  realized  during  the  year  under- 
report and  a sum  af  Rs.  85/  remitted  leaving  a balance  oi  Rs. 
G99/~  yet  to  be  collected.  Thus  there  was  an  increase  of  Rs. 
533/-in  the  collection  as  against  the  figures  of  the  previous 
year.  The  increase  of  Rs.  ],2274/-under  had  ‘Terminal  tax’ 
has  been  explained  in  para  7 above.  The  commission  to  the 
S.  S.  Railway  for  the  collection  of  the  terminal  tax  was  fixed 
at  Rs.  50  p.  m.  or  Rs  5 % whichever  be  the  greater  from  the 
1st.

9.  The  income  under  21  ‘Pounds’  was  Rs.  1,0 15  as 
against  Rs  1,723  in  the  previous  year  and  Rs  1,287  in  the  year 
before.  The  slight  decrease  of  Rs.  78  calls  for  no  explanation. 
The  Board  has  iucreasei  the  old  rates  of  feeding  charges  by 
50  % from  the  1st.  Aprial  1922.  There  was  a decrease  of 
Rs  107  under  head  22  ‘Hackney  carriages’.  It  is  due  to  a 
number  of  motor  lorries  being  put  on  the  roads  to  Nakur  and 
Behat  on  which  the  hackney  carriages  were  mostly  used.  Owiug 
to  high  prices  the  rates  of  hire  of  hackney  carriages  have  been 
raised  under  commissioner’s  notification  No.  1749  XXIII-110 
(20-21)  dated  the  15th  March  1922  and  they  have  been  brought 
into  effect  from  Aprial  1922.  A full  time  fnspector  has  also 
been  appointed  from  the  1st.  Aprial  1922  to  supervise  the 
working  of  all  kinds  of  vehicles  including  motors  for  which 
licenses  are  to  be  issued  under  the  new  byelaws.

10.  The  income  under  this  head  represents  the  collec- 
tion of  rents  of  all  municipal  and  nazul  lands  including  the 
shops  of  the  meat  market  and  all  projection  fees  for  culverts 
and  chhajjas  etc  from  318  persons.  The  total  demand  for  the 
year  under  report  including  Rs  1,640  the  arrears  of  the  pre- 
vious year  was  Rs  10,9 16  out  of  which  Rs.  9,93S  was  realized 
during  the  current  year.  Besides  this  Rs  194  was  received 
in  advance  from  the  contractors  of  the  Moroganj  and  Pul 
Khurmun  lT/ia/as'  for  the  current  year  1922-23.  Rs.  97S  re- 
mained uncollected  from  some  14  person  and  action  is  being 
taken  to  recover  the  amount  under  section  29I  of  the  Munici- 
palities Act.  The  income  shows  an  incrase  of  Rs.  3,243  under 
this  head.  It  is  due  to  the  recovery  of  Rs.  1,433  on  account 
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of  the  arrears  of  the  previous  year  and  also  to  the  increase  of 
Rs.  368  in  the  rent  of  the  ‘ Tkalas  of  the  Moreganj  bazar.  The 
Board  built  a new  branch  meat  market  of  6 shops  at  the  Jogiyan 
bridge  Klialepar  at  a cost  of  Rs.  4,151.  The  shops  were  given 
on  rent  at  Rs.  5 p.  m.  per  shops  from  1st.  May  1921,  which 
yielded  an  income  of  Rs  330.  The  rent  of  the  shops  of  the 
old  meat  market  was  raised  from  Rs.  3 to  Rs  4 p.  m.  which 
caused  an  increase  of  Rs.  816.  The  rent  of  the  meat  market 
has  again  been  increased  by  10  percent  from  1-4-1922.  There 
were  slight  incieases  in  the  rents  of  certain  other  plots. 

There  was  an  increase  of  Rs.  774  under  head  26  ‘Sale- 
proceeds  of  lands  and  produce  of  lands’.  This  includes  Rs.  34 L 
recovered  on  account  of  the  arrears  of  the  previous  year  and 
there  was  an  increase  of  Rs.  63  in  the  sale  proceeds  of  grass. 

Five  small  bits  of  land  were  sold  for  Rs.  21 2 with  the  sanction 
of  the  Collector.  The  rest  is  due  to  the  sale  of  dried  up  trees. 

11.  There  is  an  increase  of  Rs.  423  under  this  head.  27. 
The  sale  proceeds  of  city  sweepings  amounted  to  Rs.  4,399  as 
against  Rs.  4,113  in  the  previous  year  showing  an  increase  of 

Rs.  286.  The  Board  filed  a suit  in  the  Civil  Court  against  one 
Basawan  cliamar  for  Rs.  108.  The  court  gave  a decree  for 
Rs.  16  with  costs.  Action  will  be  taken  to  recover  the  amount. 
Reference  has  been  made  to  the  Deputy  Commissioner  Amritsar 
to  recover  Rs.  210  from  Mrs.  Holmo  referred  to  in  para  1 1 of 
the  last  year’s  report.  Rs.  270  were  received  on  account  of  the 
contract  of  the  slaughter  house  blood  while  there  was  no  receipt 
on  this  account  during  the  previous  year. 

12.  There  was  an  increase  of  Rs.  3,03 1 under  this  head.  ( 
The  svstem  of  direct  collection  of  tehbazari  was  abolished  with 
effect  from  the  1st.  September  1921  and  the  old  system  of  giving 
contract  was  re-adopted  as  sanctiond  by  the  Commissioner  in 

bis  notification  no.  3234/XXIII-6  (6)  dated  16  8-1921,  The 
increase  of  Rs.  3,031  also  includes  Rs,  1,626  received  in  advance 
from  contractors  for  the  current  year  1922-23.  There  will  be  a 
decrease  of  about  Rs.  2,860  in  expenditure  on  account  of  the 
staff  which  has  consequenlly  been  reduced  and  the  consumption 
of  ticket  books  which  will  not  now  be  required.  Thus  there 
will  be  a net  profit  of  about  Rs.  6000  a year  by  adopting  the 
contract  system  deducting  the  net  income  of  the  direct  collection 
of  Rs.  3,079  mentioned  in  para  12  of  the  last  year’s  report.  The 
net  income  from  this  source  will  be  about  Rs.  9000  per  annum. 

As  sanctioned  by  the  Commissioner  in  his  letter  No.  209- 
XXII 1-40  (20-21,)  the  project  of  the  new  grain  market  to  be 
made  at  the  Firodgah  camping  ground  was  revised.  Appli- 
cations for  building  shops  in  the  market  have  been  received

14.  There  was  an  increase  of  Rs.  774  under  head  32  (d) 
license  fees  on  cart3.  It  was  due  to  the  better  supervision  of 
carts  working  within  the  municipal  limits.  There  was  a decrease 
of  Rs.  1,844  under  head  33  fines.  The  decrease  is  nearly  un- 
der all  kinds  of  cases.  The  number  of  prosecutions  was  smaller, 
and  the  fines  imposed  by  courts  were  lighter. 


The  increases  and  decreases  under  other  heads  are  slight 
and  do  not  call  for  any  remarks.  The  byelaws  regarding  regis- 
tration of  dogs  do  not  seem  to  work  well.  People  keep  the 
dogs  but  when  they  are  prosecuted  for  not  having  them  registered , 
they  do  not  claim  them  and  the  prosecutions  fail.  1488  dogs 
were  impounded  and  destroyed  during  the  year  under  report  as 
against  1460  in  the  previous  year.  The  services  of  a kanjar 
out  of  two  were  dispensed  with  from  1-9-1921  and  at  present 
there  is  only  one  man  who  brings  the  stray  dogs  to  the  pound.

15.  The  decrease  of  Rs.  131  under  this  head  is  due  to 
the  sale  of  war  bonds  of  Rs.  14,000  referred  to  in  para  7 above. 

16.  Government  has  increased  the  scale  of  pa}'  of  the  sani- 
tary Inspectors,  and  the  Government  contribution  towards  the 
same  was  increased  by  Rs.  128-  a year  hence  an  increase  of  the 
amount  under  that  head.  The  contribution  under  head  40  re- 
mained un-altered.  Government  raised  its  contribution  of  Rs. 
1,000-  to  Rs.  2,500-  for  lepers  as  the  maintenance  allowance 
given  to  lepers  was  quite  in-adequate.  The  Board  paid  a lump 
sura  of  R&,  150-  for  the  relief  of  lepers  in  July  1921  and  the 
rates  of  their  stipends  were  increased  from  1st  April  1921  as

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ment  to  open  the  cheap  grain  shops  vide  G.  O.  No.  C.  5034  X- 
268  dated  the  22nd  November  1921.  The  shops  were  opened 
from  20-9-1921  and  they  worked  till  the  15th  February  1922. 
The  total  loss  was  Rs.  6,385-0-11  out  of  which  Rs.  S,  1 9 2-H- 5 i.  e. 
the  half  was  debited  to  Government  and  the  rest  was  borne  by 
the  Municipal  Board  and  the  Aman  Scibha.  The  unspent  ba- 
lance of  Rs.  2,80 7-7-7  was  refunded  into  the  treasury  on  the 
20  th  March  1922. 

18.  The  income  of  Rs.  13,988  represents  the  amount  of 
the  sale  proceeds  of  2 war  bonds  of  1922,  for  Rs.  9,000-  and  one 
war  bond  of  1923  for  Rs.  5,000-  making  a total  of  Rs.  14,000-. 
The  closing  balance  of  the  Municipal  Board  as  pointed  out  in 
paras  7 and  10  of  the  Commissioner’s  review  of  the  last  year's 
administration  report,  had  run  very  short  and  with  the  sanction 
of  Government  the  notes  referred  to  above  were  sold  to  bring 
the  closing  balance  up  to  its  minimum  amount  of  Rs.  13,000- 
The  actual  closing  balance  at  the  close  of  the  year  under  report 
was  Rs.  24,855-.  With  the  sanction  of  the  enhanced  rates  of 
the  terminal  tax  it  is  expected  that  the  financial  position  of  the 
Board  will  be  improved. 

19.  The  amount  of  Rs.  410-is  on  account  of  security 
deposits  of  cantractors  and  also  owing  to  the  refund  of  Rs.  200- 
given  to  sweepers  as  an  advance  for  the  purchase  of  donkeys 
for  the  removal  of  nightsoil  from  the  public  latrines. 

Expenditure. 

20.  The  increase  of  Rs.  174-  under  this  head  is  due  to  the 
payment  of  Rs.  180-  on  account  of  wages  for  copying  out  the 
new  electoral  rolls  for  publication  before  the  receipts  of  the 
G.  O.  postponing  the  election  till  October  1922.  The  post  of 
the  Peshkar  was  abolished  under  the  reduction  scheme  from 
1-9-1921  and  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  was  temporarily  re- 
duced by  Rs.  45-  p.  m.  with  effect  from  the  same  date,  but  it 
has  again  been  allowed  to  be  raised  from  the  1-4-1922. 

The  increases  allowed  under  the  Silberard  scheme  for  the 
rest  of  the  establishment  were  drawn  for  the  whole  year  under 
report  while  the  figures  of  the  previous  year  included  the 
amount  for  only  5 months.  As  mentioned  in  paras  7 and  12 
above  the  tehbazari  staff  consisting  of  10  literate  peons  at 
Rs.  15-  p m.  and  one  moharrir  and  2 peone  of  the  toll  barriers 
were  brought  into  reduction  from  the  1st  September  1921.  On 
the  other  hand  the  supply  of  uniforms  to  peons  and  the  payment 
of  increases  under  the  Silberard  scheme  for  the  whole  year 
increased  the  expenditure,  hence  there  was  only  a decresse  of 
Rs.  82-  under  this  head  as  against  the  expenditure  of  the  pre- 
vious year.

21.  There  was  an  increase  of  Rs  997- under  this  head. 
The  printing  of  survey  sheets  was  finished  during  the  year 
under  report.  Owing  to  high  prices  the  rates  of  printing  were 
increased  from  Rs.  40-8-  to  Rs.  60-12-  per  sheet.  Now  there 
will  be  no  further  charge  on  this  account,  and  the  account  has 
been  settled. 

2*2.  The  expenditure  of  Rs.  143  under  this  head  represents 
Rs.  34  refunded  to  the  owners  of  two  cattle  which  were  sold 
as  unclaimed  from  the  municipal  pounds,  Rs.  32  on  account  of  re- 
funds of  fines  which  were  remitted  in  appeal,  The  rest  of  the 
amount  was  refunded  on  account  of  the  terminal  and  toll  taxes 
which  amount  was  proved  to  have  been  realized  on  goods  be- 
longing to  Government  or  in  excess  of  the  actual  demands  by 
mistake  and  for  other  rniscellanous  refunds. 

23.  Rs.  1 1 5 spent  under  head  ‘8  fire  establishment’  includes 
Rs,  109  on  account  of  the  cost  of  refills  and  powder  for  minimax 
fire  extinguishers  paid  to  Messrs.  T.  E.  Thomason  and  Co. 
Calcutta.  The  decrease  of  Rs.  7,413  under  lighting  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  last  year’s  figures  included  Rs.  4,000  paid 
as  part  payment  in  advance  on  account  of  the  Sanitary  Engi- 
neer’s fees  for  preparing  the  plans  and  estimates  of  the  electric 
supply  scheme  and  Rs.  2,100  paid  to  contractors  in  settlement 
of  the  previous  years  accounts.  There  was  a further  increase 
in  the  rates  of  oil  of  Rs.  0-5-9  per  tin  during  the  year  under 
report.  The  post  of  the  lighting  Inspector  and  of  the  mistri 
were  abolished  under  the  reduction  scheme.  The  work  of  the 
lighting  inspector  was  entrusted  to  the  Tax  Superintendent 
on  payment  of  an  allowance  of  Rs.  15  p.  m.  Strict  check  was 
applied  on  the  breakage  and  supply  of  chimneys. 

The  expenditure  of  Rs.  1G5  under  head  10  Police  represents 
the  reward  paid  to  Police  under  the  Gambling  Act. 

‘24.  Last  year's  expenditure  of  Rs.  6,049  represented  the 
Sanitary  Engineer's  fees  for  preparing  the  plans  and  estimates 
of  the  water  supply.  For  want  of  funds  the  execution  of  the 
scheme  has  been  postponed  at  present.  There  was  no 
pakka  drain  in  tiie  interior  part  of  the  Pathanpur  ‘ ahadi  ’ and 
the  condition  of  the  area  on  account  of  cesspools,  which  can  not 
be  kept  clean,  was  insanitary.  Main  drains  were  therefore  made 
there  at  a cost  of  Rs.  501.  The  Board  is  now  going  to  hrovide 
drains  in  the  adjoining  small  lanes,  connecting  them  with  the 
main  drains  mentioned  above.  Similarly  a main  drain  was 
made  in  mohalla  Mubarik  shah  connecing  it  with  the  Shumali 
jiala  at  a cost  of  Rs.  303.  For  want  of  funds  and  the  financial 
emphtion  of  the  Board  being  not  satisfactory  the  drainage 
tpchemo  was  also  postponed  for  the  present.  The  Board  has 
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already  paid  Rs.  6,486  on  account  of  the  Sanitary  Engineer’s 
fees  for  preparing  the  plans  and  estimates  of  the  drainage 
scheme  as  demanded  by  the  Sanitary  Engineer.  Owing  to 
to  high  prices  the  amount  of  the  estimate  was  raised  from 
Rs.  7,45,219  to  Rs.  13,29,566  and  in  G.  O.  No.  431/1866W. 
dated  17th  February  1921  and  so  the  fees  were  raised  to 
Rs.  12,971.  As  suggested  by  the  Sanitary  Engineer,  the  Board 
is  going  to  make  a separate  reference  to  Government  request- 
ing it  to  remit  Rs.  6,486  the  increased  amount  of  the  fees. 
Its.  995  were  spent  on  repairs  to  the  existing  drains. 


25.  The  remark  regarding  payment  of  salaries  of  the 
staff  at  the  increased  rates  for  the  whole  year  under  report 
applies  here  also.  The  rate  of  dcinci  and  bkusa  were  seer  6-4 
ehataks  and  25  seers  per  rupee  as  against  seers  4 ch.  and  34  seers 
respectively  in  the  previous  year.  The  hire  of  bullock  carts 
entertained  for  the  removal  of  rubbish  which  was  increased  from 
Es.  28  to  Rs.  35  p.  m.  from  October  1S20  was  again  increased 
to  Rs.  36  p.  m.  each  to  enable  the  owners  to  get  licenses  for 
their  carts  on  payment  of  Rs.  3 per  quarter.  Old  carts  were 
repaired  at  a cost  of  Rs.  755  and  200  large  and  100  small  pans 
were  purchased  for  the  use  of  public  latrines  and  uniforms  were 
supplied  to  conservancy  Jamadars  and  peons  at  a cast  of  Rs. 
160.  There  were  therefore  increases  of  Rs.  2,192,  5,820,  and 
Rs.  3,739  under  sub  heads  (a),  (b)  and  (c)  respectively.  As  re- 
ported in  para  20  of  the  last  year’s  report  road  watering  was 
not  done  till  the  11th  October  1921.  And  it  was  the  cause  of 
Rs  987  under  sub-head  (d). 

As  sanctioned  in  G.  O.  533/XI-34  1922  dated  3-3  1922 
Dr.  Raghu  Raj  Bahadur  was  appointed  a second  class  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  Rs.  300 — 50/2 — 700  from  the  1st.  January 
4922,  and  the  Board  is  paying  contribution  to  Government  at 
the  rat 3 of  Rs308  p m.  towards  his  pay  from  the  same  date.  Dr. 
L.  K.  Roy  the  previous  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Saharanpur 
has  a lien  to  his  appointment  on  return  from  his  service  from 
the  Military  Department  and  Dr.  Raghuraj  Bahadur  will  be 
treated  as  officiating  in  his  absence  as  decided  in  Director  Pub- 
lic Health’s  letter  no.  4162/1-126  dated  3rd  April  1922.  The 
pay  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  was  raised  according  to  the  revi- 
sed scale  fixed  by  Government  from  Rs.  50— -2l — 75  to  Rs.  70 

3 — 100  vide  G.  O.  no.  561  XI-555E  dated  the  2nd  April  1921. 
Government  raised  its  contribution  towards  his  yay  from  Rs.390 
to  Rs.  530  per  annum  from  1st.  April  1921  (vide  G.  O,  no.  1778 
XI-191E  dated  30-9-1221). 

Under  the  reduction  scheme  the  untrained  sanitary  inspec- 
tor with  some  sweepers  and  bhishtis,  was  removed  from  1st 
September  1921.

nspection  of  sanitary 
officers. 


26.  The  increase  of  Rs.  952  under  head  ‘18  hospitals’  and 
dispensaries  is  due  to  the  increase  of  stipends  of  lepers  as  men- 
tioned in  paras  16  above.  There  was  no  epidemic  throughout 
the  year  and  the  vaccination  charges  were  nearly  the  same  as 
in  the  last  year.  No  chaprasi  who  formerly  used  to  work  fur- 
six  months  each  year  was  employed  tor  the  vaccination  work 
during  the  year  under  report.  The  Board  has  raised  its  contri- 
bution towards  the  Dufferin  Hospital  from  Rs.  500  to  Rs.  750 
from  1-4-1922. 

27.  In  April,  May  and  June  there  were  9 cholera  cases 
imported  from  Hard  war  and  again  in  August,  September  and 
October  there  were  9 sporadic  local  cases  of  cholera.  Out  of 
these  IS  cases  11  were  fatal.  Besides  the  above  the  general 
health  of  the  people  was  good.  There  were  2917  births  exclu- 
sive of  109  still  births  as  against  3097  births  in  the  previous  year 
the  ratio  being  46.41  as  against  49.27.  The  number  of  deaths  was 
2801  as  against  3517  and  the  deaths  among  children  under  one 
year  of  age  totalled  885  as  compared  with  1062  in  the  previous 
year.  The  number  of  primary  vaccinations  performed  was  1454 
as  against  1791  in  the  previous  year,  but  the  number  of  success- 
ful cases  was  1398.  He- vaccinations  were  403  as  against  479 
in  the  previous  year. 


A mid-wife  has  been  appointed  on  Rs.  30  p m.  from  the 
1st.  April  1922  to  attend  confinement  cases  free  of  charge. 


:i.  Other  sanitary  28.  The  expenditure  of  Rs.  1760  under  head  21  represents

year’s  report.  The  previous  year’s  expenditure  under  head  22 
markets  included  Rs.  3,547  in  connection  with  the  construction 
of  the  branch  meat  market  at  Khalepar.  Rs.  603  were  paid 
during  the  year  under  report  in  settlemet  of  the  account  and 
was  therefore  a decrease  of  Rs.  2.850  under  this  head.  The 
rest  was  the  expenditure  of  repairs  to  the  old  meat  market.

5.  Gardens.  25  respectively  was  due  to  the  accounts  ot  the  year  under  report 

including  the  salaries  of  the  staff  at  the  increased  rates  for  the 
whole  year,  while  the  accounts  of  the  previous  year  included 
the  increases  for  only  five  months.  The  post  of  the  ebaukidar 
of  the  Nawabganj  parao  wras  abolished  under  the  reduction 
scheme  from  the  1st.  September  1921.  There  was  therefore 
a decrease  of  Rs.  99  under  head  24.  The  Board  is  going  to 
farm  out  the  collection  of  the  parao  fees  from  the  current 
year  1V'22 — 23. 
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SO,  The  Increase  of  Rs.  60  under  head  26  is  mainly  due  to 
the  payment  of  travelling  expenses  to  the  Veterinary  Assistant 
for  attending  the  Veterinary  conference  held  at  Moradabad. 
As  mentioned  in  p ira  26  of  the  last  year’s  report  the  Board  has 
rented  another  building  at  Rs.  35  p.  m.  for  the  veterinary  dis- 
pensary and  the  present  building  rented  at  Rs.  20  p.m.  is  short- 
ly to  be  vacated.  Rs.  500  have  been  advance  to  the  owner  of 
the  new  building  to  provide  quarters  for  the  veterinary  assistant. 
The  increase  of  Rs.  44  under  head  2 7 is  due  to  the  payment  of 
the  salary  of  the  mortuary  moharrir  at  the  increased  rate. 

31.  The  increase  of  Rs.  26 1 under  head ‘28  establishment’ 
is  due  to  the  payment  of  salaries  at  the  increased  rates  for  the 
whole  year.  For  want  of  funds  the  expenditure  on  buildings 
and  roads  was  postponed.  The  expenditure  of  Rs.  4,795  under 
head  30  ‘roads’  was  due  to  the  settlement  of  the  account  of  the 
consolidation  of  the  Moreganj  bazar  road.  The  Board  has  now 
sanctioned  estimates  of  Rs.  24,000  for  repairs  to  road  during  the 
current  year  1922-23. 

32.  The  increase  of  Rs.  4,567  under  head  ‘33  contribu- 
tions’ is  mainly  due  to  the  payment  of  Rs.  3,753  in  building  a 
school  at  Pathanpnra.  The  grant  of  the  Islamia  High  School 
was  raised  from  Rs.  35  to  R«.  55  p.  m.  and  a new  grant  ot 
Rs.  55  p.  m.  was  granted  for  the  Kashi  Ram  High  school  from 
the  1st.  April  1921.  The  annual  contribution  of  Rs.  G, 194  to 
the  District  Board  for  primary  schools  was  raised  to  Rs.  7,581 
per  annum  for  the  following  three  years  1922-23  to  1 924-25. 
The  expenditure  of  Rs.  16,397  under  this  head  includes  Rs.  1,980 
on  account  of  grants-in-aid  given  to  Mission  girl’s  school,  King 
Edward  school  for  Hindu  girls  and  to  the  Kanya  Pathshala. 
Their  grants  remained  unchanged  during  the  year  under  report. 
The  amount  of  expenditure  under  this  head  is  far  from  being 
satisfactory.  With  better  funds  the  Board  will  provide  for  a 
free  primary  school.  The  eduction  of  girls  specially  of  Moham- 
adans  is  a deplorable  feature  of  the  town. 

The  payment  of  Rs.  870  under  head  34  includes  Rs.  500 
paid  to  the  District  Board  as  contribution  for  the  exhibition  fair 
which  was  not  held  during  the  previous  year.  Conservancy  and 
road  watering  were  supervised  by  the  municipal  staff  and  gass 
lamps  were  also  lent  for  the  fair.

expenditure  of  Rs.  6,996  under  head  4l  ‘printing  charge'  ns 
against  Rs.  905  in  the  previous  year.  The  increase  of  Rs.  91 
under  provident  fund  was  due  t j Rs.  869  on  account  of  the 
bonus  paid  to  ll  municipal  employees  in  consideration  of  their 
long  and  good. services.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  income 
of  nazul  which  resulted  in  an  increase  of  Rs.  157  under  head 
41  (c)  Government  share  of  nazul  proceeds.  The  r^nt  of  the 
Bagh  Mathra  Das  barrier  was  increased  and  the  rent  of  the 
Gadhi  barrier  which  owing  to  dispute  between  owners  was  not 
paid  in  the  privious  years,  was  drawn  and  paid  to  them 
on  settlement  of  their  dispute-’.  The  increased  expenditure 
of  Rs  8,359  under  head  Miscellaneous  is  due  to  the  payment  of 
Rs.  7,596  on  account  of  the  loss  of  the  cheap  grain  shops  in- 
cluding Rs  2,807  refunded  to  Government  as  an  unspent  ba- 
lance of  Rs  6,000  advanced  by  Government  for  the  purpose,  and 
also  to  the  paymen  -of  Rs  308  in  settlement  of  the  ac  ouut  of 
the  census  tickets.  Out  of  a total  expenditure  of  1,308.  Rs  849 
were  recovered  from  the  owners  of  houses  and  Rs  459  were 
struck  off  as  irrecoverable.  Rs.  411  were  also  paid  as  cost  of 
tabulation  of  census  statistics  to  the  census  department.  The 
population  according  to  the  recent  census  is  62,261  which  figures 
have  been  used  in  this  report. 


34.  Auditors  visited  the  Municipality  in  January  1922 
and  the  audit  note  show's  a satisfactory  result. 

35.  On  the  whole  the  administration  of  the  Municipality 
considering  the  financial  depression  was  highly  satisfactory. 
Strict  economy  was  shown  on  the  expenditure  side  while  no 
effort  was  spared  to  raise  the  income  of  the  Board  and  the 
members  one  and  all  put  their  shoulders  to  this  hard  task  of 
running  the  municipal  administration  with  the  funds  which  at 
times  sppeared  threatening.  The  Vice-Chairman  Mr.  Bomonji 
as  usual  showed  great  energy  and  zeal  in  the  disposal  of  muni- 
cipal work.  Ilis  advice  and  help  as  an  experienced  and  able 
Vice  Clvirman  and  member  of  the  Board  I cannot  but  gratefully 
acknowledge.  Of  the  other  members  of  the  Board  it  is  so  difficult 
to  pick  out  the  best  one  when  every  one  was  equally  en- 
thusiastic in  the  work  of  the  Board.  I would  however  men- 
tion the  names  of  P.  Brij  Bhukhan  Lull,  Sh.  Sultan  Aha  mad, 
B.  Joti  Pershad  and  Syed  Nazir  Hat  an  to  whom  my  best  thanks 
are  due.  Mr.  I/.  P.  Powell  deserves  my  thanks  next  to  none 
fo)-  Ids  interest  and  help  in  the  municipal  affairs.  The  Secre- 
tary B.  Chatar  Singh  has  worked  hard  and  has  improved  since 
J first  Siyv  him.  There  is  much  room  for  improvement  in  his 
p^se  or,  administration  side.  Ahmad  Shafi  Khan  who  does  the 
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work  of  Tax  Superintendent  and  Lighting  Inspector  hasa  Iso 
worked  hard.  He  is  capable  and  should  get  on.

i.  e.  12  elected  (7  muslims  and  5 non-muslims)  and 
3 nominated,  exclusive  of  the  Chairman. 


3.  Three  Committees,  viz  Finance,  Public  Works 
and  Public  Health  were  formed  during  the  year,  and  I 
was  their  Chairman.  13  meetings  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  15  of  Public  Works  and  12  of  Public  Health 
were  held  during  the  year,  and  the  average  attendance 
of  members  at  each  meeting  was  7 as  against  6 in  the 
previous  year.

The  five  non-muslim  members  remained  the  same,  but 
out  of  seven  rauslim  members  four  entirely  new  mem- 
bers and  the  remaining  three  were  re-elected. 


According  to  the  recent  census  one  seat  of  non- 
muslim  member  is  likely  to  be  increased  i.  e.  from  5 to 
6.  Under  G.  0.  No.  853/XI-R.  B.  dated  the  14th  Feb- 
ruary 1923  sanction  was  accorded  for  this  additional 
seat  and  in  pursuance  of  it  6 non-muslim  members  were 
elected  in  March  1923.  But  under  G O.  No.  1147/ XI- 
R.  B 3 dated  the  16th  March  1923  the  final  sanction 
was  withheld  until  the  census  returns  were  published 
and  the  additional  non-muslim  seat  was  cancelled  until 
further  orders. 

All  the  three  nominated  members  were  re-nominat- 
ed  i.e.  2 by  Government  and  one  bv  the  nominating 
body  of  the  North  Western  Railway.

notification  No  1655 / XXIII-39  dated  the  4th  March 
1922,  was  introduced  into  the  Municipality  from  1st 
April  1922  and  the  increased  terminal  tax  rates  referred 
to  in  para  7 of  the  previous  year’s  report  were  brought 
into  effect  from  1st  May  1922.  The  traders  of  valuable 
goods  however  continued  to  evade  the  payment  of 
the  tax  by  having  their  consignments  booked  to 
Railway  stations  out  of  the  municipal  limits  and  by 
bringing  (hem  therefrom  by  bullock  carts  on  pay- 
ment of  the  usual  toll  of  -/6/  only  per  bullock  cart. 
Thus  instead  of  there  being  an  increase,  there  was  a 
systematic  decrease  in  the  terminal  tax  receipts  With  a 
view  to  meet  these  tactics  of  importers  causing  loss  to 
the  Municipality  the  Board  with  the  sanction  of  Govern- 
ment, vide  Government  notification  No  2813/XI-D-T-3 
dated  13  th  November  1922,  raised  the  rates  of  the  terminal 
toll  for  certain  scheduled  goods  to  the  extent  of  the 
terminal  tax,  and  established  three  extra  chaukis  to  check 
such  evasions  from  1st  December  1922.  Bv  this  arrange- 
ment  the  importers  were  effectually  checked  from  con- 
tinuing their  system  of  evasion,  and  consequently  the 
income  of  the  terminal  tax  for  January  and  February 
1923  was  Rs.  7,126  and  Rs.  6,687  as  against  Rs.  4,448 
and  Rs  3,965  in  October  and  November  1922,  which 
was  the  busy  timeof  the  import  of  cloth  etc.  The  Board 
has  therefore  not  been  able  to  secure  the  full  benefit  of 
the  increased  rates  but  the  actual  increase  on  the 
terminal  and  tod  taxes  justify  the  hope  that  there  will 
be  an  appreciable  rise  in  the  income  of  the  present  year. 

The  total  expenditure  amounted  to  Rs.  1,78,683  as 
against  Rs.  1,71,015  in  the  previous  year,  showing  an 
increase  of  Rs.  7,668  leaving  a closing  balance  of 
Rs.  32,566 

'Ldie  invested  fund  of  the  Board  amounted  to 
Rs.  2,38,100. 

The  financial  position  of  the  Board  is  therefore 
brighter,  decidedly  on  the  improvement.  Until  the  re- 
sources of  the  Board  show  a firm  and  solid  advance 
the  Board  does  not  feel  justified  in  undertaking  any 
expensive  schemes  such  as  the  drainage  scheme  or  the 
water  works,  however  desirable  they  may  be.  The 
B >ard  is  however  negotiating  with  the  General  Electric 
Trading  Co.  of  Delhi  to  carry  out  the  electric  scheme 
and  the  terms  offered  by  the  Company  are  still  under 
consideration.

2,  The  number  of  members  remained  the  same  i.e.  12 
elected  (7  Muslims  and  5 non-muslims)  and  3 nominated.  The 
final  sanction  for  additional  non-muslim  seat  on  the  basis  of  the 
last  census  returns  was  received  in  G.  O.  No.  2660/XI-32 
dated  the  26th  September  1923,  aud  the  question  of  allotting 
this  seat  to  the  South  East  non-muslim  ward  has  been  referred 
to  you  before.  I was  elected  as  non-official  Chairman  on  the 
10th  April  1923,  and  as  before  this  the  District  Magistrate  was 
by  virtue  of  his  office  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  exclusive  of 
the  elected  and  nominated  members,  the  strength  of  the  Board 
is  now  reduced  from  16  to  15.  Prior  to  the  year  of  1923-24 
there  was  only  one  Vice-Chairman.  However  during  the  year 
under  report  the  Board  elected  P.  Brij  Bhukhen  Lai  and 
Syed  Nazir  Hasan  members  as  Senior  and  J unior  Vice-Chairmen 
respectively. 

3.  Three  Committees  viz.  Finance,  Public  Works  and 
Public  Health  were  formed  during  the  year  as  usual  with  the 
Senior  Vice-Chairman  as  their  Chairman.  14  meetings  of  the 
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Finance,  14  of  Public  Works  and  13  of  Public  Health  were 
held  during  the  year  under  report  and  the  average  attendance 
of  members  at  each  meeting  was  6 as  against  7 in  the  previous 
year.  The  full  strength  of  the  Committees  was  g,  11  and  9 
respectively. 

4.  As  mentioned  in  the  last  portion  of  para  6 of  the  last 
year’s  report  election  petitions  were  filed  by  the  un-successful 
candidates  as  well  as  by  some  of  the  electors  of  the  North-West 
and  South  Muslim  wards.  The  Commissioner  summarily 
rejected  the  petition  of  the  candidate  of  the  North-West  Muslim 
ward  on  the  point  of  law,  and  declared  the  election  of  the  south 
muslim  ward  as  void.  Fresh  election  for  the  three  seats  of  the 
ward  was  held  on  the  27-6-1923.  Syed  Manzur  Ali,  M.  Mohd. 
Ibrahim  Khan  and  Chaudhri  Abdul  Majid  were  elected,  the 
latter  being  one  of  those  whose  election  was  held  void.  Besides 
the  above  no  further  elections  or  nominations  were  made. 

5.  The  enclosed  statement  will  show  the  attendance  of 
members  at  meetings  and  committees  : — 

The  number  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  held  during  the 
year  was  22  as  against  20  in  the  previous  year.  The  average 
attandence  of  members  was  10.50  out  of  15.  The  percentage  of 
attendance  of  members  was  70  as  against  76^43  in  the  previous 
year  as  the  strength  of  the  Board  was  reduced  from  16  to  15 
as  mentioned  in  para  2 above.  The  percentage  of  official 
members  decreased  from  40  to  9.09  as  the  District  Magistrate, 
being  no  longer  a member,  was  not  its  Chairman  throughout 
the  year,  and  the  Executive  Engineer,  N.W.  Ry.  owing  to 
exigencies  of  service  attended  only  two  meetings.  The  percen- 
tage of  non-officials  was  74*3 5 as  against  76'43  as  3 seats  of  the 
South  Muslim  ward  remained  vacant  for  2 months. 

6.  All  rules,  regulations  and  byelaws  which  were  necessary 
have  already  been  made.  The  following  amendments  were 
however  made  during  the  year  under  report.

7.  With  the  sanction  of  Government  the  rate  of  the 
terminal  tax  on  piece  goods  was  reduced  from  Rs.  2 per  maund 
to  Rs.  1 12-0  per  maund.  There  was  no  other  change  in 
taxation. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  three  new  chaukis  as  men- 
tioned in  para  7 of  the  last  year’s  report,  the  working  of  the 
present  taxation  is  satisfactory.  Some  persons  tried  to  evade 
the  payment  of  the  terminal  toll  by  carrying  carts  and  camels 
laden  with  “ Bhabhar”  grass  to  the  Railway  Station  by  the 
Powell  Bridge  road.  This  was  stopped  by  shifting  one  of  the 
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new  barriers  from  the  ‘ Kachehri’  ground  to  the  junction  of 
the  ‘ Kachehri’  Powell  Bridge  road.  These  new  chaukis  are 
necessary  and  they  have  been  made  permanent. 

The  Board  is  in  favour  of  compulsory  primary  education, 
but  there  are  no  funds  at  present  to  meet  the  expenditure 
of  the  scheme.  The  Board  has  proposed  to  improve  the  in- 
come by  imposing  a tax  of  0-0-6  per  passenger  leaving  Saharan- 
pur.  The  proposal  is  under  publication  and  a report  on  the 
subject  has  been  sent  to  you, 

8.  The  year  opened  with  a cash  balance  of  Rs.  32,566/- 
The  income  for  the  year  under  report  was  Rs.  203,833/-  but  it 
includes  Rs.  10,000/-  on  account  of  the  sale  proceeds  of  a war 
bond.  Deducting  this  amount  the  normal  income  amounted  to 
Rs.  193,838/-  as  against  Rs.  186,394/-  in  the  previous  year  show- 
ing an  increase  of  Rs.  7,444/-  The  N.  W.  Railway  sent  two 
cheques  for  about  Rs.  5,000/-  on  account  of  the  income  of  the 
terminal  tax  for  February  1924  in  the  name  of  the  Imperial 
Bank  Saharanpur.  As  the  Railway  account  was  not  opened  in 
the  said  bank  it  refused  to  pay  the  amount.  The  cheques  were 
therefore  returned  to  the  Railway  requesting  for  a fresh  cheque 
to  be  issued  in  the  name  of  the  Government  Treasury  Saharan- 
pur. Had  this  amount  been  received  in  time  the  increase  would 
have  been  Rs.  12,444/-  Owing  to  the  riots,  trade  with  Saharan- 
pur was  very  slack  in  the  months  of  September  and  October 
and  which  considerably  conduced  to  the  shortage  of  our  Muni- 
cipal income.  This  increase  of  Rs.  7,444/-  chiefly  falls  under 
head  19  (a)  Terminal  Tax. 

The  total  expenditure  amounted  to  Rs.  202,026/-  as  against 
Rs.  178,683/-  in  the  previous  year,  showing  an  increase  of  Rupees 
23,343/-and  leaving  a closing  balance  of  Rs.  34,378,/-  The  ordi- 
nary Govt,  grants  received  during  the  year  under  report  were 
all  spent. 

INCOME. 

9.  Under  section  145  of  the  Municipalities  Act  the  assess- 
ment list  of  the  tax  on  the  annual  value  of  buildings  was  revis- 
ed during  the  year  under  report  which  increased  the  previous 
demand  by  Rs.  686/.-  The  demand  for  the  year  under  report 
including  Rs.  263/- the  arrears  of  the  previous  year  was  Rs.4, 1 86/- 
of  which  Rs.  3,659/-  was  realized  during  the  year  under  report, 
anda  sum  of  Rs.  186/- was  remitted  owing  to  the  premises  being 
vacant,  leaving  a balance  of  Rs.  341/-  yet  to  be  collected.  Action 
is  being  taken  to  recover  the  balance.  On  my  recommendation 
the  Commissioner  refused  in  his  letter  no.  2501  dated  20-6-1923 
the  proposal  of  the  Board  to  increase  the  exemption  minimum 
limit  of  the  annual  value  of  buildings  from  Rs.  36/-  to  Rs.  75./-

io  There  was  an  increase  of  Rs.  11,240  under  head  1 9(a) 
terminal  tax.  As  mentioned  in  para  7 of  the  last  year’s  report 
the  arrangement  of  establishing  the  three  extra  chaukis  to  check 
the  evasion  of  the  terminal  tax  by  traders,  who  used  to  book 
their  valuable  goods  to  outlying  Railway  Stations  and  to  bring 
them  therefrom  by  bullock  carts  on  payment  of  the  small  sum  of 
the  toll  proved  successful.  The  traders  now  book  their  goods  to 
Saharanpur  and  there  was  therefore  an  increase  of  Rs.  1 1,240/ 
under  this  head  but  on  the  other  hand  the  income  under  19  (b) 
terminal  toll  decreased  by  Rs.  4,780/.  The  traders  trading  with 
Chakrata  and  outlying  “kasbas”  do  not  any  longer  bring  their 
goods  to  Saharanpur  and  the  Board  therefore  necessarily  loses 
its  income  thereon.  They  now  divert  their  goods  to  outlying 
Railway  Stations  by  means  of  village  roads.  They  avoid  the 
municipal  barriers  and  the  Board  has  no  control  over  them. 

11.  There  was  a decrease  of  Rs.  452/  under  head  pounds 
owing  to  the  katcha  building  of  the  Nawabganj  pound  having 
fallen  down  during  the  rainy  season.  There  was  an  increase  of 
Rs.  262/  under  Hackney  Carriages.  It  was  due  to  more  vigilant 
supervision  of  the  Hackney  Carriage  Inspector,  who  was  appo- 
inted some  two  years  ago  The  slight  decrease  of  Rs.  4/  under 
head  (23)  calls  for  no  remarks. 

12.  The  income  under  this  head  represents  the  collection 
of  rent  of  all  municipal  and  nazul  lands  including  the  shops  of 
the  meat  market,  and  all  projection  fees  for  culverts  and 
chhajjas  etc.  due  from  403  persons.  Total  demand  for  the  year 
under  report  including  Rs.  1,114/  the  arrears  of  the  previous  year 
was  Rs.  11,590/.  Out  of  this  Rs.  9,461  was  realised  during  the 
year  under  report  leaving  a balance  of  Rs.  2,129/.  Besides  a sum 
of  Rs.  145/  was  received  on  account  of  the  parao  fees  and  rent  for 
temporary  occupations  of  nazul  lands  and  Rs.  450/  was  received 
in  advance  on  account  of  the  lease  of  the  Moreganj  thalas  for 
the  current  year  (1924-25)  and  also  Rs.  722/  on  account  of  rent 
of  the  shops  of  the  meat  market  and  of  the  shop  below  the 
Nakhasa  Police  Chauki.  Out  of  the  arrears  of  the  previous  year, 
Rs.  522/  are  still  due.  A notice  has  been  issued  to  Wali 
Mohammad  requiring  him  to  pay  Rs.  116/  within  a week  and 
informing  him  that  in  case  of  default  a suit  will  be  filed  against 
him  in  the  Civil  Court,  as  endeavours  to  recover  the  money 
under  section  291  through  the  Collector  were  not  successful 
owing  to  the  poverty  of  the  man. 

Under  section  291  of  the  Municipalities  Act  the  Collector 
has  been  requested  to  recover  the  balance  of  Rs.  400/  from 
Kanhaiya  and  Mohammad  Shaft  Malis.  Out  of  the  balance 
of  Rs.  1,607/  for  the  year  under  report  Rs.  650/  are  due  from 
one  Mohammad  Ibrahim  the  contractor  of  the  Moreganj  thalas. 
Owing  to  the  unfortunate  riot  the  contractors  of  all  markets 
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have  been  in  loss,  but  this  contractor  is  a well  to  do  man  and 
he  will  pay  the  amount  during  the  current  year.  The  remain- 
ing amount  is  due  from  17  other  persons  and  it  will  be  collected 
during  the  current  year. 

The  building  of  the  old  bonded  ware-house  was  katcha  and 
the  principal  portion  thereof  collapsed  during  the  rainy  season 
and  its  rent  at  the  rate  of  Rs.  450  a year  could  not  be  realized 
from  October  1923.  A piece  of  land  near  the  Railway  Station 
was  leased  to  Shadi  Halwai  for  a year  for  Rs.  1,500/.  Two- 
thirds  of  this  sum  will  go  to  the  municipal  fund  and  one  third 
to  the  District  Board.  Out  of  this  amount  Rs.  6 67/  were  re- 
ceived from  the  District  Board  in  April  during  the  current 
year.

13.  The  income  shows  an  increase  of  Rs.  1 17/ under  this  head. 
With  the  sanction  of  the  Collector  4 small  bits  of  Municipal 
nazul  land  were  sold  for  Rs.  92/.  These  bits  of  lands  were 
of  no  use  to  the  Municipal  Board.  One  of  them  was  a strip 
of  land  between  the  municipal  drain  and  the  house  of  the  pur- 
chaser and  others  were  situated  in  corners  of  lanes. 


14.  The  income  under  this  head  shows  a decrease  of  '-7.  Conservancy 
Rs.  1,646/.  It  is  mainly  due  to  the  diminished  sale  of  rubbish 

for  want  of  demand  from  cultivators.  The  income  from  this 
source  was  Rs.  3,323/  as  against  Rs.  4,377/  in  the  previous 
year,  showing  a decrease  of  Rs.  1,054/.  A few  big  Mo- 
hammadan  cultivators  who  used  to  purchase  rubbish  for  their 
fields  were  arrested  in  the  riot  case  just  at  the  time  of  sowing 
the  rabi  crop  and  the  sale  was  thus  adversely  affected.  There 
was  a decrease  of  Rs.  361/  in  the  sale  of  contracts  of  nightsoil 
of  public  latrines.  Rs.  362/  are  still  due  from  contractors  and 
the  amount  will  shortly  be  received. 

15.  There  was  an  increase  of  Rs.  2,062/  under  this  head.  30.  (a)  Markets. 
Th  e sales  of  tehbazari  contracts  for  the  year  under  report  had 

reached  a maximum  record  figure  of  Rs.  10,220/.  Out  of  this 
Rs.  2,45s/  were  recieved  as  an  advance  from  the  contractors 
in  the  previous  year.  The  unfortunate  riot  with  its  concomitant 
resulting  consequences  and  the  fact  that  during  the  year  Cha- 
mars  and  Malis  prohibited  the  sale  of  the  articles  by  their  women- 
folk as  was  formerly  the  custuin  as  well  as  the  refusal  of  manual 
labour  by  these  women  princip ally  account  for  the  losses  sus- 
tained by  Tehbazari  contrctors.  Thus  sales  for  the  current  year 
fell  to  Rs.  8, 1 20/,  but  even  this  amount  exceeds  the  income  of  all 
previous  years.  The  outstanding  balance  of  the  previous  year 
Rs.  599/  as  mentioned  in  para  12  of  the  previous  year’s  report 
was  collected  during  the  year  under  report.  But  out  of  the  de- 
mand for  the  year  under  report,  Rs.  1,324/  remained  uncollected 
at  the  close  of  the  year.  Rs.  544/  were  however  recieved  early  in

April  and  the  rest  of  the  amount  will  shortly  be  recovered. 

16.  Owing  to  the  Moharrum  riot  mentioned  above,  which 
took  place  on  the  24th  August  1923,  the  public  and  ‘Chhari- 
walas’  refrained  from  attending  the  Gughal  fair  in  September. 
Very  tew  shopkeepers  occupied  the  area  alloted  to  the  fair  and 
the  income  was  only.Rs.  46/.  Similarly  there  was  a decrease  of 
Rs.  83  under  head  license  fees  on  carts. 

17.  There  was  a decrease  of  Rs.  392 / under  fines.  This  is 
due  to  the  riot  as  well  as  to  a large  body  of  men  being  engaged 
in  prosecuting  or  defending  in  the  numerous  cases  that  followed 
the  riot  and  thus  their  activities  in  indulging  in  minor  municipal 
offences  were  necessarily  limited  as  with  the  fall  in  their  daily 
avocations  the  opportunities  for  municipal  offences  were  consi- 
derably reduced.  The  income  was  however  Rs.  1,706/  as  against 
Rs.  2,098/  in  the  previous  year. 

18.  The  War  Bond  No.  Joo,oo87  dated  the  15th  Septem- 
ber 1918  for  Rs.  10,000/  was  sold  on  the  expiry  of  its  term  on 
the  1 4-9- 1 923.  There  was  therefore  a decrease  of  Rs.  274 
under  this  head. 

19.  The  decrease  of  Rs.  336/  under  headr49)  does  not  call 
for  any  remark.  Only  Rs.  79/  was  recievea  on  this  account. 

There  was  an  increase  of  Rs.  161/  under  head  (50), 

20.  The  income  of  Rs.  10,000/  under  head  (5o).represents  the 
amount  recieved  on  account  of  the  sale  proceeds  of  a War  Bond 
refered  to  in  para  1 8 above. 

21.  The  reciept  of  Rs.  1,458/  under  this  head  was  on  ac- 
count of  deposit  made  by  contractors  in  security  of  their  con- 
tracts. This  was  however  counterbalanced  by  expenditure  of 
Rs.  1,156/  under  head  (51)  on  the  expenditure  side. 

22.  Besides  the  ordinary  usual  grants  shown  on  the  income 
side  under  head  39,  40  and  41  no  new  grant  or  loan  was  taken 
by  the  Board  during  the  year  under  report. 

23.  As  mentioned  in  para  8 above,  the  normal  income  of 
the  Board  excluding  the  extra-ordinary  reciepts  of  the  sale  of 
the  War  Bond  of  Rs.  10,000/  was  Rs.  193,  838/. 

EXPE  NDITUR. 

24.  The  increase  of  Rs.  422/  under  this  head  (1)  is  partly 
due  to  the  purchase  of  2 durries  for  Rs.  220/  for  the  municipal 
office  at  the  Town  Hall  and  partly  to  the  annual  increments 
allowed  for  various  municipal  officials  and  the  Secretary.  A 
peon  was  appointed  at  Rs.  10-8-0  p.  m.  for  the  non-official 
Chairman.  The  pay  of  the  town  hall  Chaukidar  who  is  also  a 
record  lifter  was  increased  from  Rs.  13-8-0  to  Rs.  15/  from  1st 
April  1924.  The  Board  has  sanctioned  the  contribution  of 
Rs.  13/  a year  for  a peon  in  the  Commissioner’s  office  as  desired 
by  him  in  his  letter  no.  1538  dated  the  4th  March  1924. 
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25.  The  expenditure  of  Rs.  977/  under  head  (2)  represents 
the  pay  of  a carriage  inspector  and  of  his  peon  The  inspector 
was  allowed  a cycle  allowance  of  Rs.  5 p.  m.  from  1st  April 
1923.  There  were  formerly  two  lines  for  hackey  carriages  in  the 
hackney  carriage  stand,  while  there  are  four  classes  of  carriages 
to  stand  there.  The  stand  was  therefore  extended  to  facilitate 
accomodation  for  all  classes  of  carriages  separately 

26.  The  expenditure  under  head  (3)  shows  an  increase  of 
Rs.  1,386/.  The  previous  year’s  expenditure  included  the  pay 
of  the  staff  appointed  for  the  three  new  barriers  referred  to  in 
para  10  against  head  (191  (a)  above  for  only  3 months  i.  e.  from 
December  1922  to  February  1923,  while  the  full  year’s  expen- 
diture has  been  shown  under  this  head  during  the  year  under 
report.  These  new  barriers  were  confirmed  from  15th  May 
1923,  but  instead  of  employing  as  before  a moharrir,  a literate 
peon  and  a peon,  only  two  literate  peons  have  been  appointed 
there,  which  has  reduced  the  expenditure  by  Rs.  46/  per  month. 
The  pay  of  the  Sadar  Office  Moharrir  was  raised  from  Rs.  30/ 
to  Rs.  40/  from  1st  November  1923  and  uniforms  were  supplied 
to  all  peons,  as  they  were  over  2 years  old,  at  a cost  of  Rs  218./ 
The  toll  inspector  was  allowed  horse  allowance  of  Rs.  20/  p.  m. 
from  1 6th  April  1923. 

27.  The  expenditure  of  Rs.  383  under  this  head  includes 
Rs.  175/  refunded  on  account  of  the  terminal  and  toll  taxes  which 
amount  was  proved  to  have  been  realized  on  goods  belonging 
to  Government  or  in  excess  of  the  actual  demands.  Rs.  24/ 
were  refunded  on  account  of  a motor  tax  and  Rs,  55/  on  account 
of  fines.  The  rest  refers  to  other  miscellaneous  refunds. 

28.  Rs.  81  were  spent  in  purchasing  refils  and  powder  for 
the  minimax  fire  extinguishers  during  the  year  under  report. 
The  Board  has  now  sanctioned  the  purchase  of  a Portable  Fire 
Hand  Pump  Machine  at  a cost  of  Rs.  510/  with  250  feet  long 
suction  hose  at  a cost  of  Rs.  2-9-0  per  foot  from  Messrs  Jessop 
and  Co.  Calcutta.  The  fire  engine  is  similar  to  the  one  kindly 
lent  by  the  Remount  Depot  for  extinguishing  a fire  in  the 
city  last  year. 

29.  The  expenditure  under  this  head  amounted  to  Rs.  1 5,875 
as  against  Rs.  14,833/  in  the  previous  year  showing  an  increase 
of  Rs.  4042/.  The  expenditure  includes  Rs.  831/  on  account  of 
the  cost  of  oil  of  the  previous  year.  The  rate  of  oil  for  the  year 
under  report  was  Rs.  3-14-6  per  4 gallons  as  against  Rs.  4-2-0  in 
the  previous  year.  The  increased  expenditure  was  chiefly  due 
to  the  fact  that  during  the  year  under  report  50  more  lanterns 
were  sanctioned  and  put  up  at  suitable  places. 

30.  Rs.  1,999/ were  spent  under  this  head.  Formerly  there 
were  two  big  cesspools  at  Pathanpura  along  the  important 
Rachehri  road  which  received  sullage  water  from  the  drains 
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of  the  Pathanpura  village.  One  conservancy  cart  was  engaged 
for  removing  the  water  of  the  two  cesspools.  But  as  the  collec- 
tion of  sullage  water  was  very  great,  it  was  difficult  to  keep  the 
cesspools  clean.  The  quantity  accruing  in  the  cesspools  over 
flowed  into  the  kutcha  side  drains  resulting  in  stagnation  and 
offensive  odours.  These  cesspools  have  now  been  removed. 
A drain  was  therefore  made  in  place  of  cesspools  to  the  Craigie 
Nala  at  a cost  of  Rs.  1,380/  which  is  a decided  improvement. 
A similar  drain  to  divert  the  water  collecting  in  kachcha  drain 
in  vicinity  of  the  bungalows  is  also  a necessity  and  its  construc- 
tion will  be  taken  in  hand  during  the  current  year  according 
to  the  estimates  already  passed. 

Rs.  619/ were  also  spent  in  providing  drains  through  the 
Pathanpura  abadi  and  also  at  Khanalampura.  Farrukh,  Toll 
Kalalan,  jor  Kuan,  Chhipian  Mohallas  and  at  2 other  places. 

A great  number  of  existing  drains  was  repaired  at  a cost 
of  Rs.  1,998/. 

31.  The  expenditure  on  establishment  was  nearly  the  same 
as  in  the  previous  year  showing  an  increase  of  only  Rs.  26/ 
The  decrease  of  Rs.  3,033/  under  1 cost  and  feed  of  live  stock’ 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  rates  of  grain  and  bhusa  contracts 
for  the  year  under  report  were  12  seers  and  38  seers  per  rupee 
as  against  6f  and  30  seers  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 
The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  decrease  of  Rs.  648/  under 
‘ Road  watering.’  There  was  also  a decrease  of  Rs.  553/  under 
‘ Plant  and  contingencies’  although  the  expenditure  includes 
Rs.  1,315/  on  account  of  the  reconstruction  of  the  Khanlampura 
pakka  latrine  which  was  very  old  and  most  of  which  had 
collapsed.  Five  extra  rubbish  carts  were  engaged  for  two 
months  in  August  1923  to  remove  quantities  of  rubbish,  dung 
and  vegetation  that  the  public  unfortunately  throw  into  the 
streets  during  the  rainy  season. 

32.  On  the  suggestion  of  the  District  Magistrate  the 
Board  paid  Rs.  300/  for  medicines  and  bandage  etc.,  for  the 
injured  of  the  Moharrum  riot  of  the  24th  August  1924,  and 
there  was  therefore  an  increase  of  Rs.  294/  under  head  ‘ hos- 
pitals.’ There  being  only  a very  few  imported  cases  of  plague, 
no  expenditure  was  incurred  under  this  head.  Expenditure 
on  vaccination  was  nearly  the  same.  Under  Director  of  Pub- 
lic Health’s  letter  No.  265/X-5834  dated  the  12th  January 
1924  the  Board  has  sanctioned  an  annual  amount  of  Rs.  85/  for 
3 successive  years  as  cost  of  supply  of  lymph. 

Soon  after  the  riot  in  August  an  Ayurvadic  charitable  hospi- 
tal for  all  castes  and  creeds  was  opened  at  the  Ramlila  House 
in  Saharanpur  by  Baba  Kali  Kamli  Wala  of  Rishikesh  and 
which  has  so  far  attracted  the  public  in  obtaining  medical  aid. 
The  Board  has  made  a provisional  monthly  contribution  of  Rs. 
25  for  six  mouths  and  if  the  hospital  grows  in  popularity  and 
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usefulness  the  Board  will  consider  the  advisability  of  continuing 
the  garnt. 

33,  The  expenditure  of  the  previous  year  under,  market 
and  slaughter  houses,  includes  Rs.  13,000/  on  account  of  com. 
pensation  of  the  land  purchased  by  the  Board  referred  to  in  para 
26  of  the  last  annual  repert.  Rs.  91/  were  spent  on  repairing 
the  slaughter  house  during  the  year  under  report.  The  katcha 
building  of  the  Nawabganj  parao  pound  as  well  as  some  portion 
of  the  compound  wall  of  Firodgah  pound  were  considerably 
damaged  during  the  last  heavy  rain.  The  cattle  shed  at  the 
former  paro  was  made  pakka  and  the  walls  of  the  latter  were 
reconstructed  which  increased  the  expenditure  by  Rs.  1,634./ 
There  was  a decrease  of  Rs.  278/  under  veterinary  charges. 
The  last  year’s  expenditure  included  the  advance  of  Rs.  500/ 
paid  on  account  of  the  rent  of  the  building  of  the  Veterinary 
hospital  which  expense  terminated  at  the  end  of  June  1923,  No 
rent  fell  due  for  4 months  during  the  year  under  report,  it 
being  included  in  the  advance  of  Rs.  500  / There  was  also  less 
expenditure  on  medicines  from  July  I923.  The  old  Veterinary 
Hospital  has  now  been  shifted  into  a more  commodious  structure 
and  in  a more  suitable  locality  on  the  Chakrauta  Road  near  the 
city  on  the  same  rent  of  Rs.  35/  per  month  as  before.  It  has 
already  been  favourably  reported  on  by  the  Veterinary  Inspect- 
ing Officers. 

34.  There  was  an  increase  of  Rs.  804/  under  head  (28) 
Establishment.  It  was  mainly  due  to  the  appointment  of  a dri- 
ver for  the  steam  road  roller  for  remetalling  the  principal  roads 
with  stone  ballast  owing  to  heavy  vehicular  traffic  thereon. 
The  pay  of  the  permanent  gang  was  also  slightly  increased  from 
1st  August  1922,  and  the  expenditure  of  the  year  under  report 
includes  the  increase  for  the  full  year. 

A great  portion  of  the  katcha  building  of  the  old  bonded 
warehouse  which  was  rented  to  a shop  keeper  for  Rs.  450/ 
a year,  fell  down  during  the  rainy  season.  It  was  rebuilt  which 
caused  an  increase  of  Rs.  1,31 6(  under  head  (29)  buildings.  The 
building  has  been  rented  again  from  1st  April  1924. 

Under  head  (30)  Roads  there  was  an  expenditure  of 
Rs.  48,215/  as  against  Rs.  15,293/  in  the  previous  year.  The 
expenditure  of  the  previous  year  was  merely  for  the  collection 
of  kankar,  which  was  utilized  during  the  year  under  report. 
Besides  the  above  the  Board  purchased  76,000  c ft.  of  stone 
ballast  at  a cost  of  Rs.  17,316 / for  repairing  the  important  roads 
of  Lohani  Sarai,  Moreganj,  Nawabganj,  Khumran  and  Chilkana 
over  which  the  traffic  is  heavy.  The  road  leading  to  the  burial 
and  burning  grounds  of  Haji  Shah  Kamal  was  katcha  and  it 
caused  much  inconvenience  to  the  public  particularly  during  the 
rainy  season.  It  was  made  pakka  during  the  year  under  report. 
Thus  all  the  above  roads  were  metalled  with  stone  ballast  with 
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a coat  of  kankar  over  them.  Besides  the  above,  5 other  roads 
were  reconsolidated  with  kankar  alone.  Five  small  lanes  were 
paved  at  a cost  of  Rs.  937/  and  13  katcha  streets  found  to  be  in 
bad  condition  during  the  rainy  season  were  put  right  by  laying 
brickkilin  ashes  on  them  at  a cost  of  Rs.  1374.  Three  other 
streets  were  similarly  improved  at  a cost  of  Rs,  219/ but  the 
amount  thereof  was  paid  in  April  1924.  As  during  the  two 
previous  years  none  of  the  roads  were  at  all  repaired  owing  to 
want  of  funds  the  condition  of  the  roads  had  naturally  become 
far  from  satisfactory.  Extensive  measures  were  therefore  taken 
to  put  all  the  roads  in  order  as  soon  as  possible.  Contracts 
have  been  given  for  the  supply  of  1 18,000  c.  ft.  of  kankar.  Out 
of  this  77,000  c.  ft.  has  been  received  and  measured  up,  and  the 
rest  will  be  received  before  the  rainy  season,  and  no  sooner  the 
rains  begin,  the  consolidation  will  be  commenced  and  19  other 
roads  will  be  taken  in  hand.  The  permanent  gang  has  been 
repairing  all  the  roads  as  circumstances  permit,  and  when  the 
above  roads  will  be  repaired  the  condition  of  the  roads  will  be 
decidedly  more  satisfactory. 

35.  The  expenditure  of  Rs.  15,730/ under  this  head  shows 
an  increase  of  Rs.  1,594./  It  was  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that 
grants  in  aid  to  all  the  boys  and  girls  schools  were  increased 
during  the  year  under  report.  The  head  teacher  of  the  Primary 
school  No.  1 was  given  an  allowance  of  Rs.  5/  per  month  for 
instruction  in  Mahajani  Hindi  and  Rs.  10/  per  month  was 
sanctioned  for  a Maktab  of  mohalla  Pilkhantala.  The  Board 
has  also  sanctioned  monthly  grants  of  Rs.  10/  to  each  of  the 
following  schools  from  1st  April  1924. 

(1)  School  for  depressed  classes  at  Pathanpura. 

(2)  „ „ at  Jatiya  Chamaran. 

(3)  To  school  of  Mohalla  Bazdaran. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of  Industries  the 
Board  has  sanctioned  to  meet  half  the  cost  of  Rs.  1,300/  viz. 
Rs.  650/  of  an  experimental  Industrial  School  for  training  in 
wood  work  for  a year.  If  the  school,  when  opened,  be  snccess- 
ful,  the  Board  will  consider  the  advisability  of  continuing 
the  grant  as  circumstances  may  require.  The  following  table 
gives  the  details  asked  for  in  item  No.  (12)  of  your  letter 
No.  1936/XXUI/57 — 1923-24  dated  10-4-1924.

No  night  schools  or  vernacular  libraries  were  opened  during 

the  year  under  report.  The  Board  has  however  resolved  to 
adopt  the  compulsory  primary  education  scheme.  The  scheme 
has  been  prepared  by  the  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion. But  the  Board  is  not  at  present  in  a position  to  meet  its 
expenditure  out  of  its  present  finances.  It  has  therefore  resolved 
to  impose  a tax  on  all  passengers  leaving  Saharanpur 
at  0-0-6  per  head  and  the  proposal  has  been  published  for  the 
information  of  the  public  and  objections.  This  is  considered  by 
the  Board  Members  as  a tax  least  open  to  any  serious  opposi- 
tion and  the  small  amount  of  only  half  an  anna  per  passenger 
leaving  Saharanpur  will  be  scarcely  felt  by  the  public.  Any 
direct  taxation  e.  g.  such  as  house  tax  in  the  city  is  more  liable 
to  be  resented  in  the  present  circumstances  of  the  town.  The 
public  naturally  clamour  for  greater  comforts  and  coveniences 
of  life  as  in  other  advanced  towns  of  the  Province  but  unless 
they  learn  that  no  Municipality  can  afford  luxuries  or  a higher 
state  of  existence  unless  they  are  prepared  to  accept  cheerfully 
further  demands  on  their  purse,  their  clamour  is  in  vain.  In  my 
opinion  the  tax  on  houses  in  the  town  is  inevitable  before  long  as 
in  other  neighbouring  municipalities  and  I live  in  the  hope  that 
the  Board  will  rise  to  the  occasion  and  face  the  unpopularity  of 
the  public  when  such  direct  taxes  are  necessary  to  supply  the 
needs  of  a rising  town.  The  management  of  the  schools  is 
under  the  control  of  the  District  Board  as  previously  and  is 
apparently  satisfactory. 

36.  Rs.  119/were  spent  out  of  the  sum  of  Rs.  415/  received 
for  such  purposes  during  the  previous  year. 

37.  In  place  of  the  face  value  tickets  the  Board  adopted  a 
form  something  like  the  old  octroi  receipt,  which  is  printed 
like  the  rawanna  books.  Thus  one  receipt  is  sufficient  for  one 
importer  irrespective  of  the  fact  as  to  how  many  cart  or  pony 
loads  he  has  with  him,  while  the  face  value  tickets  were  issued 
for  each  cart,  pony  or  camel  separately.  The  system  of  the  face 
value  tickets  was  very  expensive  and  entailing  undue  and 
unnecessary  clerical  work  and  It  has  therefore  been  stopped. 
The  system  adopted  by  the  Board  has  reduced  the  expenditure 
of  printing  by  Rs.  3,376/  under  this  head. 

The  increase  of  Rs.  675/  under  head,  provident  fund,  was 
due  to  the  payment  of  bonuses  for  Jong  services  to  ten  servants 
pf  the  Board  including  the  Secretary. 
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41.  (d)  Routs. 
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The  full  amount  of  the  Government  share  of  nazul  proceeds 
amounted  to  Rs.  1,014/  and  it  was  fully  paid  during  the  year 
under  report. 

38.  There  was  a decrease  of  Rs.  39/  under  this  head.  Last 
year’s  expenditure  included  the  rent  of  the  Nawabganj  toll  bar- 
rier for  the  previous  three  years. 

39.  The  detail  of  expenditure  under  this  head  which  shows 
a decrease  of  Rs.  105  is  given  below  : —

40.  The  expenditure  of  Rs.  1,156/  under  this  head  repre- 
sents the  refund  of  deposits  made  by  contractors  as  security  of 
their  contracts.  This  amount  is  counterbalanced  by  Rs.  1,458/. 
shown  under  head  (59)  deposits  on  the  income  side. 

Other  variations  are  very  trifling  and  call  for  no  explana- 
tion. 

41.  Two  and  a half  years  ago  the  Board  had  fully  considered 
the  question  of  reducing  the  expenditure  as  far  as  posible  and 
the  staff  was  accordingly  reduced.  During  the  year  under 
report  the  expenditure  was  reduced  by  adopting  the  octroi  re- 
ciept  form  in  place  of  the  face  value  tickets  as  mentioned  in  para 
37  above. 

42.  The  balance  at  the  credit  of  the  Municipal  Board  at 
the  close  of  the  year  was  Rs.  34,378/  as  compared  with  the 
amount  of  the  previous  year  Rs.  32,566/  and  against  the  mini- 
mum closing  balance  of  Rs.  13,000/.  There  were  no  un  spent 
Government  grants  during  the  year  under  report. 

43.  The  invested  funds  now  amount  to  Rs.  2,28,000/  as 
against  the  prescribed  reserve  of  Rs.  4,000/.  There  was  no 
Government  grant. 

44.  It  is  a well  known  fact  that  with  the  sanction  of 
Government  the  survey  of  the  whole  municipal  area  was  com- 
pleted in  1916  and  the  nazul  register  was  thoroughly  over-haul- 
ed. It  is  quite  complete  and  satisfactory. 

All  lands  are  given  out  on  leases  by  public  auction  with  the 
exception  of  (1)  some  lands  near  the  Bandarwala  brick  kiln  out- 
side the  abadi.  This  land  is  not  fit  for  cultivation  nor  is  it  use- 
full  for  building  purposes  there  being  no  abadi  at  present  nor 
any  demand  for  it.  There  is  (2)  another  bit  of  land  in  mohalla 
Khalapar  and  the  questin  of  leasing  it  is  under  con  .ideration. 
Other  pieces  of  land  are  required  for  collecting  metal  for  roads 
and  are  reserved  for  sundry  municipal  requirements. 
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The  full  share  of  Government  out  of  the  nazul  proceeds  was 
credited  into  the  treasury  during  the  year  under  report.  There 
were  no  other  liabilities  against  the  Board  on  the  31st  March 
1924. 

The  Board  has  taken  no  loan  from  Government.  18  Loans  instalments. 


45.  The  Assistant  Director  of  public  Health  1st. Range  Meerut 
made  an  inspection  of  the  sanitation  and  vaccination  of  the 
Municipality  in  July  1923.  The  sanitary  condition  was  reported 
to  be  on  the  whole  fair.  The  note  was  disposed  of  by  the 
Board  in  September  1923,  and  a detailed  report  on  each  point 
of  the  note  was  sent  to  you. 

46.  The  accounts  of  the  municipalty  were  audited  during 
the  year  under  report.  The  audit  note  is  awaited.  It  will  be 
duly  considered  by  the  Board  when  recieved.  The  examiner 
Local  Fund  Accounts  also  visited  the  Municipal  office  during 
the  year  under  report. 

47.  For  want  of  funds  the  drainage  and  the  water  works 
schemes  remained  in  abeyance.  The  Board  has  however  after 
much  consideration  and  discussion  settled  the  rates  for  the  elec- 
tric light  of  50  and  25  candle  power  lamps,  which  the  Board 
proposes  to  be  installed  through  the  Electric  Developement 
Corporation  Company  at  Rs.  43/and  Rs.  30/11/ per  lamp  per 
annum  respectively.  The  terms  of  agreement  are  now  under 
consideration,  and  when  it  has  finally  been  executed  the  work  will 
be  carried  out  by  the  Company  at  its  own  expense.  The  Board 
will  pay  at  the  above  rates  for  the  actual  light  when  in  use. 
There  is  no  other  scheme  such  as  a creation  of  improvement 
Trust  etc. 

48.  The  number  of  primary  Vaccinations  performed  was 
1552  as  against  r 593  in  the  previous  year  showing  a decrease 
of  41 — but  the  number  of  successful  cases  was  1497  as  against 
1474  in  the  previous  year.  Re- vaccinations  were  41S  as 
against  406  in  the  year  before.  The  old  vaccinator  died  in 
December  1923  and  another  man  has  been  appointed  in  his 
place  on  probation  on  less  pay.  From  the  short  time  he  has 
so  far  worked  it  is  not  safe  to  arrive  at  any  definite  conclu- 
sions as  regards  his  work.

Some  years  ago  indigenous  dais  were  trained  continually 
for  about  3 years  at  municipal  expense,  This  year  also  all 
the  dais  were  required  to  attend  the  lectures  of  the  Baby  week 
in  March  1924  Hygienic  demonstrations  were  also  shown  at  the 
same  time.  Malaria,  dengue  fever  and  pneumonia  seriously 
affected  the  health  of  the  people  and  increased  the  mortality 
among  old  men  and  babies.  The  excessive  rains  during  the 
winter  may  in  some  measures  account  for  the  high  rate  of 
mortality  for  this  year  which  however  is  not  in  excess  of  years 
previous  to  1922.  There  was  no  outbreak  of  any  epidemic. 
There  were  only  6 cases  of  cholera  3 of  which  were  imported 
from  Hardwar  and  2 of  plague  from  Delhi  and  Ghaziabad. 
There  were  also  6 cases  of  small  pox. 

50.  No  other  Act  was  applied  to  the  municipality  during 
the  year  under  report.  There  is  no  dairy  at  Saharanpur  and 
there  was  no  complaint  re  : improper  feeding  of  animals  under 
section  242.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  made  several 
inspections  of  places  for  sale  of  food  and  drink  and  drugs  etc. 
under  section  243 — 2 samples  of  ghee  and  one  of  milk  were 
sent  to  the  Government  Analyst  but  they  were  found  to  be  not 
unwholesome. 

No  complaints  were  made  to  the  Board  re:  loitering  and 
soliciting  for  immoral  purposes  under  section  246  nor  any 
complaint  under  section  248.  There  were  also  no  complaints 
re-mad  dogs  under  section  249.  But  the  Municipal  Board  has 
a permanent  ‘Kanjar’  for  catching  stray  dogs.  Such  dogs  are 
kept  in  pens  at  the  Firodgah  camping  ground  and  if  not  claimed 
by  the  owner  within  2 days  they  are  destroyed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Veternity  Assistant  by  prussic  acid.  The 
number  of  such  dogs  destroyed  during  the  year  under  report 
was  1095.  No  action  was  taken  under  section  250  re:  muzzling 
of  dogs.  The  license  of  a hackney  carriage  driver  was  sus» 
pended  for  3 months  for  neglect  of  the  rule  of  the  road 
under  section  251,  and  seven  men  were  prosecuted  under 
section  253  for  driving  vehicles  without  light.  There  was  no 
prosecution  under  section  256  re  : halting  vehicles  or  animals 
on  public  roads. 

51.  There  were  no  expenses  on  this  account  during  the 
year  under  report. 

52.  It  was  in  1897  I first  became  a member  of  the  Bonrd 
and  served  it  in  the  capacity  of  Vice-Chairman  since  1901  upto 
the  9th  April  1923  when  the  members  of  the  Board  did  me  the 
honour  of  unanimously  electing  me  as  its  1st  Non-Official 
Chairman  on  the  10th  April  1923  for  which  honour  I am  deeply 
grateful  to  them.  Under  the  first  year  of  my  office,  it  has  been 
my  consistent  effort  to  reduce  the  expenditure  of  the  Board 
while  increasing  its  income  with  the  aid  of  my  colleagues.  The 
actual  increase  on  the  previous  years  income  is  Rs.  12,444/ 
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counting  the  cheques  referred  to  in  para  8 of  the  report. 
It  would  be  not  out  of  place  to  mention  that  during  the 
year,  trade  suffered  grievously  during  the  months  of  September 
and  October  owing  to  the  regrettable  and  unfortunate 
Moharrum  riot  of  the  24th  August  1923.  Had  it  not 
been  for  this,  the  Board  members  would  have  had 

greater  reason  for  congratulating  themselves  on  a still 
greater  prosperity.  In  the  year  under  report,  Rs.  2,02,026/  as 
against  1,78,683/  of  the  previous  year  were  spent  out  of  which 
no  less  than  Rs.  48, 2 f 5/ were  spent  on  repairing  municipal  roads 
leaving  a closing  balance  of  Rs.  34,378/  against  the  minimum  of 
Rs,  13,000/  Thus  there  is,  I submit  with  all  due  respect,  some 
proof  that  the  Board  has  carried  out  its  duties  with  sufficient 
energy  and  with  profit  to  the  finances  of  the  Board  requiring  no 
grant  or  loan  from  Government  for  our  Municipal  administra- 
tion. For  this  succesful  ending  of  my  first  year  of  municipal 
administration  I am  principally  indebted  to  both  Vice-Chairmen 
P.  Brij  Bhukhen  Lai  Senior  Vice-Chairman  has  been  most  in- 
defatigable in  his  duties  and  has  served  the  Board  at  great  sacri- 
fice of  time  and  labour  inspite  of  being  a very  busy  man.  Syed 
Nazir  Hasan  Junior  Vice-Chairman  has  also  been  very  active  in 
supervising  meat  markets,  and  hackney  carriages  have  conside- 
rably improved  under  his  supervision.  All  members  of  the  Board 
have  rendered  me  every  support  and  assistance  in  carrying  out 
my  duties  and  they  have  acquitted  themselves  creditably 
and  to  the  best  of  their  power,  but  I would  specially 
mention  Rai  Bahadur,  B.  Joti  Pershad,  Sh.  Fazlur 
Rahman,  Dr.  U.  N.  Baonerjee  for  rendering  diligent  services 
to  whom  my  thanks  are  specially  due.  Sh.  Ourban  Ahmad 
inspite  of  his  illness  has  proved  himself  a useful  member  of  the 
Board.  Except  the  solitary  instance  of  a regrettable  incident 
in  connection  with  a building  application,  my  grateful  thanks  for 
consistent  good  work  done  by  the  various  Committees  and  the 
Board  are  due  to  each  and  every  one  of  the  members  and  I 
hope  they  will  display  the  same  zeal  and  attention  to  municipal 
administration  in  the  future  as  they  have  in  the  year  under 
report.  The  Secretary  B.  -Chatar  Singh  has  as  usual  worked 
to  the  best  of  his  abilities  and  he  would  do  himself  greater  cre- 
dit if  he  inspected  the  town  more  frequently,  in  future.  The 
city  requires  greater  energy,  more  vigorous  supervision  and 
stricter  control  of  the  sanitary  staff,  especially  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  Dr.  R.  B.  Mathur  as  regards  the  sanitation 
of  the  town  and  with  a view  to  reduce  the  high  rate  of 
mortality  during  the  year.  The  constant  complaints  made  by  the 
public  as  regards  the  non-removal  of  rubbish  and  sweepings 
collected  in  the  afternoon  would  be  considerably  minimised  if  ins- 
pections by  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  the  evenings  were  cons- 
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tant  and  effectual  so  that  the  drains  and  streets  might  be  well 
flushed  and  cleaned.  B.  Umrao  Singh,  sub-overseer  is  not 
as  vigilant  as  he  should  be  in  patching  up  such  roads  as  require 
immediate  attention  and  he  has  yet  to  learn  that  a stitch  in  time 
saves  nine.  The  Carriage  Inspector  M.  Jugal  Kishore  has 
so  far  proved  useful  in  increasing  the  Income  from  carriages 
and  thelas  which  income  is  still  capable  of  further  expansion 
by  still  more  vigilant  supervision.  B.  Chhotey  Lai  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  the  Sub  Inspector  M.  Makhbul  Hasan  and 
Mirza  Nathu  Beg  should  make  greater  efforts  in  seeing  the 
drains  and  streets  well  flushed  and  free  from  rubbish.  M. 
Ahmed  Shafi  Khan  T ax  Superintendent,  and  M.  Hargu  Lai 
Singh  Tax  Inspector  having  their  duties  much  lessened  since 
the  abolition  of  the  Octroi  should  assist  the  Secretary  in  the 
office  work  whenever  required.  B.  Jwala  Sarup  has  proved 
himself  dilligent  during  the  year  but  if  prompt  attention  is 
taken  to  all  communications  he  will  give  me  gseater  satisfaction.

The  nightsoil  from  public  latrines  is  removed  by  sweeper- 
contractors  on  donkeys  and  sold  to  cultivators  outside  the 
limits  fixed  by  the  Board.  The  nightsoil  from  private 
latrines  is  removed  and  disposed  of  by  mauroosi  sweepers 
similarly. 

(6)  There  are  17  public  latrines  with  471  seats  for  males  and 
females.  Two  latrines  are  of  masonry  and  IS  are  of  iron, 
all  being  of  the  same  pattern. 


(c)  There  are  10  urinals  of  which  6 are  of  Hardwar  pattern, 
and  2 have  purda  walls  with  masonry  seats. 


(d)  The  private  latrines  are  generally  of  the  ordinary  Kadamcha 
pattern  made  either  of  wood  or  of  masonry. 


(e)  There  are  81  cesspits  in  private  compounds  in  the  civil  station, 
which  are  cleaned  by  the  municipal  conservancy  staff. 
The  amount  of  sullage  removed  is  about  1500  gallons  per 
day.  Three  carts  are  used  for  removal  of  sullage.

Sir, 

[ have  the  honour  to  submit  the  annual  administration 
report  of  the  Saharanpur  Municipality  for  the  year  of  1924-25 
together  with  the  prescribed  statements  and  appendices  passed 
by  the  Board  under  special  resolution  No.  1 dated  the  7th 
Aprial  1925.  Being  heartened  by  your  appreciative  comments 
in  your  No.  2376/XXI 1 1 -5 7/2 3-24  dated  the  23rd  May  1924,  on 
my  administration  of  the  Board  for  the  year  1923-24,  I and  the 
members  of  the  Board  have  done  our  best  to  work  with  greater 
zeal  and  with  better  results  in  the  year  under  report. 

Constitution  of  2.  As  mentioned  in  para  2 of  the  last  year’s  report  the 

i!oai'd-  additional  non-muslim  seat  was  allotted  under  G.  O.  No.  1317/ 

XI  R.B  -3  dated  the  18-6-1924  to  the  South-East  Non-Muslim 
ward  for  which  an  election  was  held  on  the  11th  September 
1924.  The  number  of  members  was  15,  but  from  the  date 
of  the  election  on  the  11th  September  1924  there  were 
16,  i.e.,  13  elected  ( 7 muslims  and  6 non-muslims ) and  3 
nominated,  I was  the  Chairman  throughout  the  year  and 
P.  Brij  Bhuken  Lai  and  Syed  Nazir  Hasan  members  worked 
as  Senior  and  Junior  Vice-Chairmen  respectively.  L.  Paras 
Ram  an  elected  member  of  the  Board  died  on  the  10th 
March  1925,  and  the  election  to  fill  up  the  casual  vacancy  was 
held  on  the  9th  April  1925.

3.  Three  Committees  viz.  Finance,  Public  works  and 
public  Health  were,  as  usual,  formed  during  the  year  with  the

4.  The  election  of  the  additional  seat  allotted  to  the  South 
East  non-muslim  ward  referred  to  in  para  2 above  was  Held  on 
the  nth  September  1924.  Four  candidates  presented  their 
nomination  papers  but  two  of  them  withdrew  from  ^^candi- 
dature before  the  date  of  election.  There  were  therefore 
only  two  candidates  and  Seth  Khub  Chand  was  elected  as  a 
member  for  the  new  seat.  No  petition  was  tiled  against  his 
election. 

* 

5.  The  enclosed  statement  will  show  the  attendance  of 
members  at  meetings  and  Committees.  Having  undergone 
an  operation  at  a nursing  home  in  Mussoorie  on  the  4th  June 
1924,  I regret  I was  unable  to  preside  at  the  Board’s  meetings 
in  the  month  of  June  1924.  Though  my  illness  continued 
for  months  together  all  important  files  were  sent  to  me  for  my 
orders  and  I kept  myself  in  full  control  of,  and  in  touch  with, 
the  administration  during  my  Enforced  absence  which  terminated 
finally  on  the  22nd,  September  1924. 

The  number  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  held  during  the 
year  was  22  as  in  the  previous  year.  The  average  attendance 
of  members  was  1105  as  against  io‘50  in  the  previous  year. 
Upto  the  end  of  August  1924  the  total  number  of  members  was 
15,  while  from  September  1924  it  was  16.  The  percentage  of  at- 
tendance of  members  was  69  03  as  against  70  in  the  previous  year. 
The  percentage  of  the  official  member  was  36-36  as  against  9 09 
in  the  previous  [year  as  the  E/.ecutive  Engineer  N.  W.  Railway 
attended  8 meetings  during  the  year  under  report.  The  per- 
centage of  non-officials  was  71-21  as  against  74  35.  Owing  to 
the  continued  illness  and  conooq+temt  death  of  his  father,  Shaikh 
Ourban  Ahmad  member  attended  only  4 out  of  22  meetings. 
E.  Paras  Ram  who  died  on  the  10-3-1925  was  also  absent 
owing  to  his  illness.  Mr.  L.  P.  Powell  who  had  left  India  for 
travel  in  Australia  and  America  was  unavoidably  absent  from 
March  1924  to  October  1924.  He  is  a very  useful  member. 

6.  All  rules,  regulations  , and  byelaws  have  already  been 
made.  The  following  amendments  were  however  passed  dur- 
ing the  year  under  report  : — 

(1)  Under  Government  Notification  No.  576/IX/146 
dated  the  23rd  October  1924  rates  of  fines  for  impounded  cattle 
were  revised  from  1st  December  1924. 

(2)  Provident  Fund  regulations  were  revised  and  sanction- 
ed in  Commissioner’s  letter  No.  1 7 1 7/XX 1 1 1 - 2 S ( 1 ) /20-2 1 
dated  the  7th  March  1925. 

(3)  The  terminal  tax  schedule  was  revised  and  sanctioned 
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regulations  and  bye- 
laws. 

(n)  Buildings  and 
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(b)  Other  rules  regu- 
lations and  byelaw* 
which  remained  to  he 
revised  and  made. 
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in  Government  Notification  No  7i6/XI-D-l -3  dated  the  16th 
March  1925  and  brought  into  effect  from  1st  April  1925. 

(4)  As  directed  by  Government  order  No.  5248/X VI- 1 ? , 
dated  the  26th  September  1924  the  Board  has  made  byelaws 
requiring  the  canal  “ guls  ” to  be  kept  clean  and  in  order  and 
the  byelaws  are  under  publication.

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7-  There  were  no  changes  under  taxation  during  the 
year  under  report.  However  experience  has  shown  that 
errain  amendments  were  necessary  to  be  made  in  the  terminal 
tax  schedule.  The  amendments  were  accordingly  made  and 
they  have  been  sanctioned  in  Government  Notification  No. 
716/XI — D T,  3 dated  the  1 6th  March  tq 25,  and  they  have 
been  brought  into  effect  from  the  tst  April  1925.  The  work- 
ing of  the  present  taxation  is  so  far  satisfactory 

Messrs.  Begg  Sutherland  and  Co.  of  Cawnpore  have  esta- 
blished a large  godown  at  Saharanpur  to  store  sugar  for  ex- 
portation to  the  Punjab  and  other  places,  evidently  with  a view 
to  promptly  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  taking 
advantage  of  any  rise  in  the  sugar  market  and  thus  to  avoid 
delay  in  ordering  the  sugar  from  their  factory  itself.  The  com- 
pany represented  the  matter  both  to  the  Local  Government  and 
the  Board  and  on  receipt  of  G.  O.  No.  2658  dated  the  6-1  1 - 
1924  the  Municipal  Board  has  approved  the  proposal  on  the 
express  condition  that  the  company  shall  pay  to  the  Municipal 
Board  the  terminal  tax  on  the  sugar  so  imported  and  stored  at 
the  rate  of  -/ 1 /-  per  maund  instead  of  -/d/'  leviable  on  sugar 
imported  for  sale  at  Saharanpur.  The  Company  has  agreed 
specially  to  the  terms  of  the  Board  not  to  sell  any  sugar  from 
their  ware  house  to  any  one  in  Saharanpur.  It  has  also  been 
laid  down  that  in  case  of  any  sale  to  a dealer  or  person  in 
Saharanpur,  such  consignment  shall  arrive  at  the  Railway 
Station  in  the  name  of  such  dealer  or  purchaser  and  chat  the 
Railway  receipt  shall  not  be  in  the  name  of  the  company. 
Thus  such  consignee  or  purchaser  will  have  to  pay  the  usual 
rate  of  4 annas  per  maund  like  all  other  importers.  There 
cannot  be  therefore  any  fear  of  any  loss  of  income  to  the 
Board  by  any  device.  This  special  concession  shown  to  the 
Companv  by  the  Board  is  subject  to  concellation  at  anytime 
the  Board  so  chooses.  This  arrangement  has  been  sanctioned 
by  the  Commissioner  in  his  letter  No.  1413  dated  the  10th 
February  1925.  The  chief  reason  for  this  special  concession 
is  clue  to  the  Board’s  desire  to  encourage  trade  without 
endangering  its  own  income  which  is  likely  to  accrue  to  it 
though  the  sugar  will  be  exported. 

The  Company  has  not  started  the  operations  yet  but  intend 
doing  so  in  the  near  future. 

As  mentioned  in  the  last  portion  of  para  7 of  the  previous 
year’s  report  the  Local  Government  in  G.  O No.  246S/XI-80} 
E.  dated  the  1st  October  1924  said  that  it  is  unable  to  sanction 
tfie  proposed  passenger  tax,  as  Saharanpur  is  not  a pilgrim  cen 
tre  as  laid  down  by  the  Government  of  India  for  the  lev}-  of 
his  tax.  The  Board  will  therefore  have  to  increase  the  rates 
jf  the  terminal  and  toll  taxes  so  as  to  bring  in  an  amount  of

about  Rs.  15.600  to  meet  the  expenditure  of  the  contemplated 
compulsory  primary  education.  But  it  is  my  personal  opinion 
that  as  far  as  this  town  is  concerned,  the  public  are  not  at  pre- 
sent consumed  with  an  ardent  desire  of  making'  primary  educa- 
tion compulsory  if  it  results  in  an  increase  of  taxation  to  meet 
the  expenditure.  The  Board  is  not  in  a position  to  undertake 
this  responsibility  without  first  assuring  itself  of  tapping  other 
channels  of  income. 

8.  The  year  opened  with  a cash  balance  of  Rs.  34.378. 

The  income  for  the  year  under  report  was  Rs.  2,19,014  as 
against  Rs.  2,03,838  in  the  previous  year.  The  latter  sum  in- 
cluded Rs.  1,458  of  extraordinary  items  and  Rs.  10,000  on  ac- 
count of  the  sale  proceeds  of  a war  bond  i.e.  Rs  11458.  Deduct- 
ing this  amount  the  total  income  for  the  previous  year  was  only 
Rs.  1,92,380.  Deducting  the  extraordinary  items  of  Rs.  2,650 
for  the  year  under  report  there  was  an  income  of  Rs.  2,1  6,364. 

There  was  therefore  an  increase  of  Rs.  23,984.  The  income 

for  the  year  under  report  however  included  the  amount  of  RoS<*>oj 
the  two  cheques  of  the  N.  W.  Railway  for  February  1924  as 
was  mentioned  in  para  8 of  the  previous  year’s  report.  Deduct- 
ing even  this  amount  the  actual  increase  for  the  year  under 
report  was  Rs.  20, 1-76.  The  increase  was  under  all  heads 
except  under  " fines”  and  “ fixed  grants,” 

Owing  to  the  heavy  floods  of  September  1924  the  kharif 
crop  was  severely  damaged  and  there  was  a natural  decrease  in 
income  from  the  terminal  and  toll  taxes,  which  would  otherwise 
have  yielded  even  further  income  to  the  Municipality. 

The  total  expenditure  amounted  to  Rs.  2,11,246  as  against 
Rs  2,02.026  in  the  previous  year  leaving  a closing  balance  of 
Rs.  42,146  as  against  Rs,  34,378  in  the  previous  year. 

The  ordinary  Government  grants  received  during  the  year 
under  report  were  all  fully  spent. 

9.  The  demand  for  the  year  under  report  including  the 
arrears  of  the  previous  year  Rs.  343  was  Rs.  4,608  of  which 
Rs.  3,757  was  realized  during  the  year  under  report  and  a sum 
of  Rs  451  was  remitted  owing  to  the  premises  being  vacant, 
leaving  a balance  of  Rs.  400  yet  to  be  collected.  Eight  houses 
were  newly  built  during  the  year  under  report  and  the  assess- 
ment thereon  was  sanctioned  by  the  Board  at  their  meeting  held 
on  the  28th  February  1925  and  the  demand  mentioned  above  in- 
cludes also  the  assessment  on  these  new  houses. 

10.  There  was  an  increase  of  Rs.  17,647  under  head  10 
(a)  terminal  tax.  As  mentioned  in  para  8 above  it  includes 
Rs.  5,000,  received  from  the  N.  W.  Railway  on  account  of  the 
tax  fqr  .February  1924  because  the  cheques  of  the  Railway  were 
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not  cashed  as  the  local  branch  of  the  Imperial  Bank  had  no 
account  of  the  Railway,  The  income  from  the  terminal  t»<Il 
dso  shows  an  ierease  <>fj]R..s..  1,659  These  two  taxes  yield  a 
far  greater  income  than  the  “octroi”  tax  which,  after  deducting 
refunds,  hardly  yielded  an  income  of  Rs  93  000  while  the  income 
from  these  taxes  is  about  Rs  1,50,000. 

1 1 There  were  slight  increases  under  all  these  heads  and 
the  work  was  generally  satisfactory.  Revised  rates  of  fines  for 
impounded  cattle  were  sanctioned  by  Government  in  G.  O. 
No.  57o/IX-t46  dated  23rd  Qctober  1924.  The  new  rates 
were  brought  into  effect  from  1st.  December  1924.  The  Board 
has  established  a new  pound  on  the  bank  of  the  Paondhoi  Nadi 
from  1st.  April  (925  to  enable  the  bazar  people  to  send  outtie 
straying  in  the  btzar  to  a pound  so  easily  accessible  to  them. 

12.  The  income  under  head  16  shows  an  increase  of 
Rs.  1740 /-  and  it  represents  the  collection  of  rent  of  ail  Muni- 
cipal and  N tzul  lands  including  the  rent  of  shops’  of  the  meat 
market  and  projection  fees  for  culverts  and  chhajjas  etc.  The 
total  demand  for  the  year  under  report  including  Rs  2129  - 
the  arrears  of  the  previous  year,  was  Rs.  13743/-  Out  of  this 
Rs.  i 1846/-  was  realized  during  the  year  under  report  leaving 
a balance  of  Rs.  1897/-.  The  collection  includes  a sum  of 
Rs.  92/-  on  account  of  the  parao  fees  and  rents  for  temporary 
occupation  of  Nazul  lands  and  Rs.  528/  received  in  advance  on 
account  of  the  lease  of  the  Moreganj  “thalas”  for  the  current 
year  ( 1925-26  ) and  Rs.  52/-  on  account  of  the  rent  of  shops 
below  the  Nakhasa  Police  Chauki  etc.  Out  of  the  arrears  of 
tiie  previous  year  Rs.  738/-  are  still  due.  Waii  Mohammad 
mentioned  in  para  12  of  the  previous  year’s  report  is  paying 
the  rent  by  monthly  instalments  of  Rs.  5/-.  He  has  paid 
Rs.  56/-  so  far.  As  mentioned  in  the  last  year’s  report,  the 
efforts,  for  the  recovery  of  Rs.  40 r/-  from  Kanhaiya  and 
Mohammad  Shaft  Mali's  were  unsuccessful  through  the 
Collector  under  sectfon  291.  The  land,  the  contract  of  which 
was  given  to  the  said  malis,  is  marshy  and  for  the  two  years 
past  it  has  remained  uncultivated.  They  applied  to  relinquish 
the  land  but  the  Board  in  their  resolution  No.  12  dated  9-8-1924 
did  not  think  it  right  to  allow  the  contractor  to  do  so  within 
the  period  of  their  lease  as  it  would  have  been  a bad  precedent 
in  furture  and  the  application  was  rejected.  The  Board  is 
however  considering  as  to  how  the  money  can  be  realized. 
Phe  rent  of  this  land  for  the  year  under  report  could  not  also 
be  recovered. 

My  predecessor  had  unfortunately  permitted  the  District 
Board  to  lease  certain  land  belonging  to  the  Municipal  Board 
along  with  some  adjoining  land  belonging  to  the  District  Board 
for  Rs.  1500/-  of  which  Rs.  1000/-  was  the  rent  due  to  the 
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/‘2 1.)  (a)  Markets. 


Municipality.  The  District  Board  has  so  far  paid  to  the 
Municipal  Board  only  Rs  667/-  out  of  the  total  amount  ^ooer-  I ol6j- 
due  to  it  and  desired  the  Municipal  Board  to  forego  the  balance. 

The  Municipal  Board  refused  to  remit  the  amount,  and  asked 
the  District  Board  to  recover  the  amount  and  to  pay  it  to  the. 
Municipal  Board  as  the  District  Board  had  leased  the  land  on 
their  own  authority.  The  Chairman  of  the  District  Board  has 
assumed  a strange  attitude  in  his  letter  No.  809,  dated  the, 

17th.  March  1925  in  asking  the  Chairman  of  the  Municipal 
Board  to  recover  the  money  himself  with  the  cheering  intor- 
mation  that  the  contractor  being  poor  there  was  no  hope  of  the 
recovery  of  the  amount.  If  the  Municipal  Board  fails  to  impress 
on  the  District  Board  its  moral  and  legal  responsibility  to  send 
our  just  dues,  we  shall  have  to  approach  the  Commissioner  for 
the  recovery  of  this  sum  as  it  will  be  a sorry  spectacle  for  one 
Board  to  sue  another  in  a Court,  a proceeding  I am  reluctant 
to  adopt  unless  better  sense  prevails.  The  District  Board  as 
our  trustee  in  this  matter  is  bound  to  recoup  the  money  to  us. 

From  the  10th.  August  1924  the  Municipal  Board  has  leased 
the  very  same  land  for  Rs.  1450/-  to  a man  named  Kala. 

13.  There  is  an  increase  of  Rs  520/-  under  this  head. 

With  the  sanction  of  the  Collector  3 small  bits  of  the  Municipal 
Nazul  land  were  sold  for  Rs.  106/- . These  bits  of  lands  were 
of  no  use  to  the  Municipal  Board.  The  income  included  also 
Rs.  603/-  for  the  sale  proceeds  of  grass  and  Rs.  592/-  on 
account  of  the  sale  of  decayed  trees. 

14.  The  income  under  this  head  shows  an  increase  of 
Rs.  1025/-.  The  sale  proceeds  of  rubbish  amounted  to 
Rs.  39 1 8/-  as  against  Rs.  3323  in  the  previous  year.  The 
amount  to  be  recovered  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  Rs,  807/-  . 
BhajjarMali  paid  Rs.  150/-  out  of  his  arrear  of  Rs.  415/-  and 
the  rest  is  to  be  realized  from  him.  He  had  originally  to  pay 
more  than  Rs-  3000/-  but  only  Rs.  265/-  is  now  due  from  him 
Endeavours  will  be  made  for  the  recovery  of  the  rest. 

15.  There  was  an  increase  of  Rs.  434  under  this  head. 

The  demand  for  the  year  under  report  was  Rs.  6,684  including 
the  arrears  of  the  previous  year  Rs.  1,324,  the  total,  amount 
to  be  collected  was  Rs.  8,oo8.0f  this  Rs.  7,046,  were  realized 
during  the  year  under  report  and  Rs.  962  remained  to  be 
collected  on  the  31st.  March  1925.  Out  of  this  ’Rs.  148,  is  from 
the  arrears  of  1923-24  and  Rs.  814,  for  the  year  under  report. 

The  collection  includes  Rs.  2,262,  received  as  an  advance  from 
contractors  on  account  of  the  contracts  sold  by  auction  for  the 
current  year  (1925-26).  The  sale  for  the  current  year  reached 
a maximum  record  figure  of  Rs.  9,861  i.  e.}  an  increase  of 
Rs.  2,061,  over  the  last  year. 
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to.  There  was  an  increase  of  Rs.  511,  under  this  head. 
On  receipt  of  an  anonymous  letter  sent  to  me  by  the  District 
Magistrate,  I discovered  as  the  result  of  a surprise  inquiry 
the  defalcations  of  about  Ks.  9,  from  the  collections  of  only  one 
day.  It  resulted  in  my  dismissing  a clerk  and  two  c’naprasis 
immediately  and  I carried  out  my  suggestion  frequently  made 
many  years  ago  of  appointing  a European  Superintendent. 
One  Mr.  Collis  a retired  railway  employee  was  appointed  as 
Superintendent  of  the  slaughter  house  from  1st  December  1924. 
This  has  stopped  in  a great  measure  the  daily  defalcations  that 
must  have  gone  on  for  years.  The  measures  I adopted  have 
shown  an  increase  of  Rs.  221  from  1st.  December  1924  to  31st 
March  1925.  There  is  every  prospect  of  a still  further  im- 
provement in  the  ensuing  year  under  this  head. 

17.  There  are  small  increases  under  head  (23)  (a)  and 
(23)  (e).  The  Gughal  fair  referred  to  in  para  16  in  the  last 
year’s  report  to ak  place  during  the  year  under  report  and  there 
was  an  income  of  Rs  126,  as  against  Rs.  46  in  the  p evious 
year.  There  was  an  increase  of  Rs.  167,  under  head  23  (d) 
“license  fees  on  carts”.  It  was  mainly  due  to  the  supervision 
of  the  Carriage  Inspector  who  has  received  an  increase  of 
Rs.  15,  during  year  under  report.  He  is  in  charge  of  collecting 
taxes  of  hackney  and  private  carriages  and  motor  cars  and 
there  are  increases  under  all  these  heads. 

18.  There  was  a decrease  of  Rs  353  under  this  head. 
The  total  amount  of  fines  received  during  the  year  under  report 
was  Rs.  1,352.  It  also  includes  Rs.  400  on  account  of  fines  in- 
flicted by  the  City  Magistrate  on  Chaudhri  AbduhdTajid  a 
Municipal  member  and  on  his  two  brothers  for  building  without 
permission  and  in  contravention  of  the  orders  of  the  Municipal 
Board.  Deducting  this  aippunt  the  total  amount  of  fines  re- 
mains at  Rs.  952.  There  were  however  363  prose, cutions  dur- 
ing tlqe  year  under  report,  out  of  which  104  cases  were  unsuc- 
cessful. The  reason  for  a greater  income  under  this  head  in 
the  previous  years  was  due  to  the  fact  that  cases  were  mostly 
tried  in  those  years  by  Mr.  Kidwai  the  Joint  Magistrate,  who 
used  to  inflict  deterrent  fines  for  Municipal  offences. 

19.  Profiting  by  your  remarks  in  your  review'  of  the  last  year’s 
report,  I prevailed  upon  the  Board  to  invest  Rs.  10,000  in  5% 
Bonds  of  1933  and  this  investment  was  sanctioned  by  Government 
in  letter  No.  2373/XI-705-E.  dated  the  25th  September  1924 
The  Board  has  Rs.  2,28,100,  invested  in  3^.  Government 
Promissory  Notes.  Had  the  then  Board  hearkened  to  my 
pontinqed  adviee  of  investing  this  sum  years  ago  in  some  more 
provable  investments  we  would  have  been  far  better  off  in  our 
financial  position.  If  these  Promissory  notes  were  to  be  sold 
4t  the  present  prices,  our  principal  would  dwindle  down  to 
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nearly  40%  with  still  further  drops  if  new  loans  were  to  be 
floated  in  future.  I would  invite  your  advice  whether  it  would 
not  in  the  long  run  pay  the  Board  to  convert  our  present  in- 
vestment into  more  profitable  and  substantial  securities. 

20.  The  total  amount  received  under  head  (40)  was 
Rs.  109,  out  of  which  Rs,  78,  have,  been  shown  under  head  40 
on  the  expenditure  side. 

There  was  an  income  of  Rs.  1,331,  under  head  ($\)  as

against  Rs.  1,516,  in  the  previous  year.  Last  year’s  income 
included  the  refund  of  advances  «f  donkeys  for  the  previous  year. 

21.  The  amount  of  Rs.  1,114  under  head  49  represents 
the  refund  of  the  advance  made  to  Saiyed  Nazir  Hasan  (mem- 
ber) in  the  previous  years  for  the  purchase  of  kahkar  and  his 
account  has  only  recently  been  settled. 

The  contractors  paid  deposits  of  Rs.  1536  in  security  of  their 
contracts,  which  have  been  shown  under  this  head,  and  it  will  be 
refunded  to  them  on  the  completion  of  their  works. 

22.  Besides  the  ordinary  usual  grants  shown  on  the  in- 
come side  under  heads  30,  31  and  32  no  new  grant  or  loan  was 
taken  by  the  Board  during  the  year  under  report. 


23.  Deducting  the  extraordinary  items  of  Heads  Nos.  (49 ^ 

and  (5oJ  Rs,  2,650,  mentioned  in  para  21  above,  the  total  in- 
come during  the  year  under  report  was  Rs.  2,16,364,  as  against 
Rs.  1,92.380,  showing  an  increase  of  Rs.  iV?  0H- 

24.  There  was  a decrease  of  Rs.  under  this  head.  The 
last  annual  increments  in  accordance  with  the  sanctioned  scale 
were  given  to  the  Secretary  and  office  clerks.  Last  year’s  ex- 
penditure included  the  cost  of  41  daris”  purchased  for  Rs.  220 
for  the  Municipal  office.  The  stationery  purchased  last  year 
was  also  sufficient  for  the  year  under  report. 


25.  The  expenditure  shows  a decrease  of  Rs.  tet,  under 
this  head.  The  figures  of  the  previous  year  included  the  ex- 
penditure of  extension  of  the  carriage  stand.  The  pay  of  the 
hackney  carriage  inspector  was  raised  from  Rs.  55,  to  65,  from 
1st  January  1925.  From  1st  April  1925  he  will  get  Rs.  70.

26.  There  was  a decrease  of  Rs.  253/-  under  this  head. 
Owing  to  the  reduction  in  the  staff  of  the  three  new  toll  barri- 
ers the  expenditure  has  been  reduced  by  Rs  550/-  but  there 
has  been  an  increase  of  Rs.  120/-  due  to  the  promotion  of  the 
Head  Mobarrir. 


The  last  annual  increment  of  Rs  6,  was  granted  to 

the  Tax  Superintendent.  The  horse  allowance  of  the  tax 


inspector  was  raised  from  Rs.  20/-  to  Rs, 


2 5/-  ft=M.  The 
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stationery  allowance  of  -/2/‘  P>  M.  was  allowed  to  each  of  the 
three  new  choukies.  The  rented  building  of  Bagh  Mathra 
Das  barrier  has  been  transferred  to  Bagh  Sham  Lai  from  ist. 
April  1925,  on  the  same  rent  of  Rs.  24/-  per  annum. 

27 — The  expenditure  of  Rs ,5-^  under  this  head  includes 
Rs,  185,  refunded  on  account  of  terminal  and  toll  taxes,  which 
amount  was  proved  to  have  been  realised  on  goods  belonging 
to  Government  or  in  excess  of  the  actual  demand.  Rs.  36, 
were  refunded  on  account  of  an  impounded  buffalo  which  was 
claimed  after  sale,  and  Rs.  400/-  paid  by  the  Mendak  Sarai 
contractor  as  an  advance  for  the  contract,  were  refunded  as  the 
contract  was  given  to  another. 


Rs.52/-  was  paid  as  a gratuity  to  Ghasi  disinfecting  coolie, 
when  he  was  unfit  for  further  work  after  many  years  of  service 
to  the  Board. 

The  expenditure  of  Rs .733/-  under  this  head  represents 
the  purchase  of  a portable  fire  hand  pump  machine  from 
Messers  Jessop  & Co.  Calcutta.  The  Superintendent  of 
police  has  been  kind  enough  to  allow  the  fire  engine  to  be 
kept  in  the  Kotwali  which  is  centrally  situated  in  the  city  so 
that  it  could  be  easily  accessible  in  the  event  of  a fire. 


3o.  The  expenditure  under  this  head  amounted  to 
Rs.  15824/.  showing  a very  slight  decrease  of  RS51/.  Personally 
1 have  always  regarded  a lamp  as  worth  three  policemen, 
however,  vigilant  they  may  be,  particularly  on  a dark  night. 
On  the  recommendation  of  the  Lighting  Committee  the 
number  of  lanterns  was  increased  from  796  to  885  to  light 
the  important  places  and  lanes  in  the  city  and  an  extra  lighter 
on  Rs.  was  engaged  from  ist.  March  1925.  For  want 

of  funds  the  lighting  of  28  gas  lamps  was  stopped  from  April 
1918,  but  the  Board  has  again  thought  fit  to  light  them  14  lamps 
have  been  put  right  and  lighted  from  the  nth.  February  1925 
and  a Mistri  on  Rs.  30 /-  was  engaged  from  the  20th. 

December  1924  and  an  allowance  of  Re.  1 per  mensem  per 
lamp  was  allowed  to  such  lighters.  For  years  together  the 
Board  lighted  4 lamps  at  its  expense  in  the  Collector’s  court 
compound.  As  directed  in  G.  O.  No.  117/XI.  I33,  dated  10th 
January  1923  the  Board  has  stopped  this  expenditure.  The 
Collector  now  pays  Rs.  74/1/- per  annnm  for  the  lighting  of 
these  lamps  from  ist  April  1924. 

The  Board  after  great  efforts  to  avoid  delay  and  pro- 
crastination and  heavy  corresspondance  with  the  company, 
have  at  last  settled  the  rates  of  the  electric  light  of  5c  and 
25  candle  power  lamps  which  the  Board  proposes  to  be  installed 
through  the  Electric  Development  Corporation  company  at 
the  rate  of  Rs.  4 3/-  and  Rs.  30/11/- per  lamp  per  annum  res- 
oectively.  The  terms  of  agreement  have  also  been  settled 
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and  the  agreement  is  about  to  be  executed.  The  Board  will 
pay  at  the  above  rates  for  the  actual  lights  when  in  use.  The 
Board  hopes  that  the  company  will  carry  out  the  contract 
within  the  term  of  its  license  and  wishes  it  every  success. 

31.  The  expenditure  under  this  head  partly  refers  to  the 
construction  of  an  important  drain  in  place  of  the  old  katcha 
one  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  and  bung- 
alows at  Pathanpura,  and  which  is  a decided  improvement. 
The  water  from  this  drain  will  fall  into  the  drain  built  last 
year  which  is  connected  with  the  Cragie  Nala.  Drains  were 
also  made  in  6 other  streets  in  the  city. 

Rs.  1,992/-  were  spent  in  repairing  other  drains  in  various 
mohallas,  This  does  not  include  the  drains  on  the  sides  af  the 
new  pavements  constructed  in  14  streets  in  the  city  and  which 
fall  under  head  (30)  Public  Works,  roads- 

32.  There  was  an  increase  of  Rs.  877,  under  (a)  Establish- 
ment. Owing  to  the  heavy  floods  in  September  last  the  Jamna 
Canal  was  under  repairs  and  therefore  the  supply  of  water  for 
flushing  the  “Andruni”  Nala  and  other  important  drains  had 
stopped  Ten  bhisties  and  5 sweepers  were  temporarily  engaged 
for  cleaning  the  above  important  drains  for  one  month  and  ten 
days.  The  pay  of  Baddhan  Singh  Jamadar  was  raise  from 
Rs.  15/-  to  Rs.  20/-  p.m.  A bhisti  was  newly  appointed  at  Khan 
Alampura  and  the  pay  of  6 pumpmen  was  raised  by  /8/-  p.  m. 
each.  The  pay  of  Munshi  Makbul  Husain  Sub-inspector,  an 
employee  of  many  years,  was  raised  from  Rs.  40/-  to  55/-  p.  m. 
from  the  1st  April  1925. 

The  decrease  of  Rs.  746  under  head  (b)  is  due  to  the  cheap 
rate  of  gram  and  bhusa  viz.  1 5 seers  and  45  seers  per  rupee 
respectively  as  against  12  seers  and  38  seers  in  the  previous 
year.  The  rates  subsequently  rose  high  thereafter  but  the 
contractor  was  paid  at  the  rate  of  contract. 

There  was  an  increase  of  Rs.  2530  under  plant  and  contin- 
gencies, 12  Karanchis  for  removal  of  rubbish  and  6 hand  carts 
were  made  during  the  year  under  report.  Five  nightsoil  carts 
were  also  thoroughly  repaired.  Phenyle  was  extensively  used 
in  flushing  the  important  drains  in  the  city  during  the  hot 
weather. 

There  was  a decrease  of  Rs.  1,585  under  head  road  watering. 
It  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Municipal  Board  has  given  contract 
for  the  watering  of  roads  by  motor  lorries,  including  certain 
other  roads  of  the  civil  station  and  city  which  were  not  watered 
before,  to  S.  Ale  Ali  at  the  rate  of  Rs.  900  p.  m.  but  which 
owflng  to  loss  has  been  increased  to  Rs.  1050  p.  m.  The  con- 
tractor commenced  the  work  from  the  16th  February  25  and 
he  will  be  paid  after  he  has  executed  the  lease  for  the  work. 
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The  ordinary  road  watering  establishment  was  therefore  reduced 
from  the  same  time.  The  Municipal  watering  carts  were 
converted  into  rubbish  carts  and  the  hired  rubbish  carts  have 
been  ordered  to  be  dispensed  with  as  soon  as  the  conservancy 
carts  are  ready. 

33.  Head  (17)  requires  no  explanation.  As  mentioned  in 
para  32  of  the  previous  year’s  report  the  Board  sanctioned  the 
grant  of  Rs.  25/-  p.  m.  to  Ayurvedic  Hospital  opened  by  Baba 
Kali  Kamli  wala  of  Rishikesh  at  Saharanpur  from  the  1st  April 
1924,  which  is  doing  well  and  is  well  spoken  of.  The  grant  was 
first  sanctioned  for  6 months  and  thereafter  it  was  allowed  to 
continue  for  6 months  more  and  the  Board  will  consider  the 
advisability  of  continuing  the  grant  or  otherwise,  as  may  be 
deemed  fit.  Last  year’s  expenditure  included  Rs,  300  for 
medicine  and  bandage  etc,  for  the  injured  of  the  mohurrum 
riot  of  the  24th  August  23.  There  being  only  a few  cases  of 
plague,  no  expenditure  was  incurred  under  this  head.  The 
Board  has  however  purchased  50  rat  traps  so  that  they  could 
be  used  when  necessary.  The  decrease  of  Rs.  70/-  under 
vaccination  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  present  vaccinator  is  paid 
at  the  rate  of  Rs.  25/-  p.  m.  while  the  pay  of  his  predecessor 
after  many  years  of  service,  was  Rs.  40/* 

34.  There  was  an  expenditure  of  Rs.  2,239  under  this  head. 
For  want  of  funds  the  big  market  was  not  repaired  for  a few 
years  past.  Estimates  were  prepared  for  thorough  repairs  to  the 
same  which  amounted  to  Rs.  4,308.  Except  the  iron  netting 
which  has  been  sent  for  from  Calcutta  and  which  will  shortly 
arrive,  all  other  repairs  have  been  carried  out.  The  slaughter 
houses  were  also  thoroughly  repaired  at  a cost  of  Rs.  286. 
A European  Superintendent  was  engaged  on  Rs.  40-50  p.  m.  to 
supervise  the  slaughter  houses  and  meat  markets  from  1- 12-24. 
while  an  expenditure  of  Rs.  20  p.  m.  was  reduced  from  1st 
March  1925  by  dispensing  with  the  services  of  a Moharrir 
which  were  not  necessarily  required.  The  work  is  being  carried 
on  by  a literate  peon. 

35.  Last  year's  expenditure  included  Rs.  1634  for  reconstruc- 
ting the  pounds  one  of  which  had  collapsed.  This  year  the  ordi- 
nary charges  of  the  pound  establishment,havo  been  shown  under 
this  head.  There  was  a decrease  of  Rs.  48/-  under  gardens  and 
it  calls  for  no  remarks.  The  excess  expenditure  of  Rs.223  under 
head  26  Veterinary  charges  was  due  to  the  payment  of  travelling 
allowance  to  the  veterinary  assistant  surgeon  who  has  come  to 
officiate  for  his  predecessor  on  leave.  The  pay  of  the  dresser  and 
thechaukidar  was  increased  by  Rs,  2/8  p.  m.  The  expenditure  of 
the  last  year  did  1101  include  rent  of  the  hospital  for  4 months 
as  it  was  paid  in  advance  in  the  previous  year.  The  rent 
for  the  year  under  report  was  paid  for  the  whole  year.  The

increase  of  Rs.  71  under  (27)  registration  of  births  anc  jeaths 
was  mainly  due  to  an  increase  of  Rs.  5 p.  m.  allowed  to  birth 
and  death  registrar. 

36.  Owing  to  the  consolidation  of  5 stone  meta!  roads  on 
which  the  traffic  was  heavy,  one  engine  driver  with  a fireman 
was  engaged  for  eight  months  in  the  previous- year  while  during 
the  year  under  report  they  were  engaged  for  about  a month 
only.  There  was  therefore  a decrease  in  expenditure. 

Extensivs  repaire  to  the  old  bonded  warehouse  were  carried 
out  during  the  previous  year,  and  the  expenditnre  of  Rs.  483 

during  the  year  under  report  was  on  account  of  the  repairs  to 
the  verandah  of  the  same  building. 

Rs.  46994  z,  e.  the  full  allotment  of  Rs.  47,000  uuder  this 
head  was  spent  on  repairs  to  roads  and  pavements  of  streets. 
In  all  15  old  roads  were  remetalled  and  a small  katcha  road  in 
mohalla  Shormian  was  made  pokka.  Pavements  were  made 
in  14  katcha  streets  at  a cost  of  Rs.  5231.  Twenty  katcha 
streets  were  put  right  with  brick  kiln  ashes  at  a cost  of  3;  13. 
During  the  floods  of  September  last  the  katcha  road  of  Dhobi- 
wala  was  extensively  damaged  and  its  repair  alone  cost 
Rs.  1556  with  brick  kiln  ashes.  Thus  31  roads  and  streets 
were  improved  during  the  year  under  report,  and  the  former 
public  complaint  about  the  bad  condition  of  roads  and  streets 
is  much  reduced  if  not  removed  altogether.  The  metal  of  the 
roads  so  repaired  was  obtained  in  the  previous  year  and  the 
consolidation  was  made  during  the  last  rains.  The  expenditure 
under  this  head  includes  Rs.  13210  out  of  the  purchase  amount 
of  71,000  c.  ft.  of  Ranker  and  of  23148  eft.  of  ^stone  ballast 
for  the  current  year  (T925-26'.  Out  of  this  60,653  eft.  of 
Ranker  and  12407  eft.  of  stone  ballast  have  already  been 
supplied  by  the  contractor  and  the  rest  will  be  completed 
before  the  rains  break.  Thus  arrangement  has  already  been 
made  for  repairing  10  old  roads  and  for  consolidation  of  6 new 
katcha  roads  during  the  current  year  1925-26, 

36.  The  expenditure  of  Rs.  15,963  under  this  head  shows 
an  increase  of  Rs.  233.  The  Rishanpura  school  for  depressed 
classes  was  closed  for  want  of  attendance  and  the  grant  in  aid 
Rs.  10,  p.  m.,  was  transferred  to  the  Pathanpura  school  for  the 
depressed  classes  i.  e.}  the  grant  of  the  latter  was  raised  from 
Rs.  10,  to  20,  Contribution  for  the  vernacular  schools  for  the 
next  three  years  was  raised  from  Rs.  10,801  to  Rs.  11801  to 
meet  the  proportionate  expenditure  of  the  secondary  school 
of  Saharanpur  as  directed  in  G.  O.  No.  458/XV-8801924 
dated  10th,  September  1924.

No  night  schools  or  vernacular  libraries  were  opened  during 
the  year  under  report.  As  mentioned  in  para  35  of  the  previ- 
ous year’s  report  the  Board  has  resolved  to  adopt  the  compul- 
sory primary  education  scheme.  The  scheme  has  been  prepared 
by  the  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Instruction.  But  the  Board 
is  not  at  present  in  a position  to  meet  its  expenditure  out  of  its 
present  finances.  The  Board  had  proposed  to  impose  a tax  on  all 
passengers  leaving  Saharanpur  by  rail  at  0-0-6  per  head,  but  the 
proposal  has  not  been  sanctioned  by  the  Local  Government  on 
the  ground  that  Saharanpur  is  not  a pilgrim  centre,  which  is 
one  of  the  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Government  of  India 
for  the  levy  of  the  tax.  The  Board  will  now  have  to  consider 
the  advisablity  of  increasing  the  rate  of  the  terminal  and  toll 
taxes  so  as  to  bring  in  an  income  of  about  Rs.  15600  to  meet 
the  expenditure  of  the  sheme.  The  management  of  the  schools 
is  under  the  control  of  the  District  Board  as  previously,  and  is 
apparently  satisfactory.  This  subject  is  already  dealt  with  in 
the  last  portion  of  paragraph  7. 

37.  Rs.  78  were  spent  out  of  the  sum  of  Rs.  108  received 
for  such  purposes  during  the  year  under  report.  A sum  of  Rs. 
30  is  yet  to  be  spent  on  repairing  a well  in  Mohalla  Harun 
Chisti.  The  Mohalla  people  paid  the  estimated  cost  thereof 
with  much  difficulty  and  the  work  is  shortly  to  be  commenced.

40.  The  expenditure  of  Rs.  9,825,  under  this  head  repre- 
sents the  purchase  of  5%  bonds  for  Rs.  10,000  of  1933  (Loan 
sanctioned  in  Government  of  India  notification  No.  4 F dated 
the  14th  July  1924)  the  interest  of  these  bonds  has  been  shown 
on  the  income  side  under  head  25. 

41.  The  expenditure  of  Rs.  224  under  this  head  represents 
the  refund  of  deposits  made  by  contractors  as  security  of  their 
contracts.

The 
prescribed  minimum  balance  for  this  Municipality  is  Rs.  13,000 
only.  There  was  no  unspent  balance  of  any  Government  grant, 

The  invested  funds  now  amount  to  Rs.  2,38,100  as  against 
Rs.  2,28,100  in  the  previous  year  and  the  prescribed  reserve  of 
Rs.  4,000. 

As  directed  in  para  3 of  the  Commissioner’s  review  on  the 
previous  year’s  annual  report  (letter  No.  2376/XXI 1 1-57/23-24 
dated  the  23rd  May  1924)  Rs.  10,000  have  been  re-invested  in 
5%  bonds  of  1933.  Sanction  to  this  investment  was  obtained 
in  G.  O.  No.  2373/XI-705  E dated  25th  September  1924. 

The  registers  of  immoveable  property  are  complete. 

Most  of  the  nazul  plots  are  on  long  leases.  When  any  such 
lease  expires  and  it  is  renewed,  the  rent  is  raised  by  50  per  cent. 
During  the  year  under  report  leases  for  26  shops  in  the  Ganj 
jadid  market  were  renewed  for  another  20  years  on  such  en- 
hanced rents. 

The  Government  share  of  Nazul  proceeds  Rs.  1^216  was 
paid  in  full  in  the  treasury.

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Neither  the  Director  nor  the  Assistant  Director  of  Public 
Health  inspected  the  Municipality  during  the  year.  Major  S.J. 
Phillips  I.M.  S.  however  carried  on  Malaria  survey  of  the  Muni- 
cipality. His  report  is  satisfactory  in-as-much-as  he  remarks 
that  vast  improvements  have  been  made  since  the  report 
of  Major  Robertson  Special  Malaria  Officer  in  1910. 

The  accounts  of  the  Municipality  for  the  year  1923-24, 
were  audited  in  November  1924.  The  audit  note  hao  hueen 
received  at  the  ciose  of  the  year,  and  will  he  disposed  of  in  due 
course. 

The  Examiner  of  Local  Fund  Accounts  remarks  that  the 
accounts  on  the  whole  continue  to  be  well  kept  and  supervised, 
and  that  every  assistance  was  given  by  the  Secretary  and  his 
staff  to  facilitate  the  audit. 

The  drainage  scheme  is  still  in  abeyance. 

The  terms  for  electrifying  public  roads  have  all  been 
settled  finally  with  the  Electric  Supply  Company  Saharanpur 
and  the  agreement  is  under  execution. 

The  vaccination  work  shows  an  improvement.  The  total 
number  of  successful  operations  performed  during  the  year  was 
1921  as  against  1740  in  the  previous  year.  Out  of  these  there 
were  1592  primary  vaccinations  and  329  revaccinations  as 
against  1497  and  243  respectively  in  the  previous  year.  The 
new  vaccinator  has  so  far  justified  his  appointment. 

There  were  no  prosecutions  under  the  Vaccination  Act. 
Notices  were  however  issued  to  some  persons  to  have  their 
children  vaccinated  and  they  carried  out  the  orders.

Measles  and  small  pox  were  prevalent  during  the  months 
of  April,  May  and  June  1924,  which  caused  30  deaths.  Vacci- 
nation had  to  be  restored  during  the  months  of  May  and  June. 
The  intense  heat  of  May  and  June  and  the  prevalence  of  malaria 
after  the  floods  in  October  and  November  1924,  seriously 
affected  the  health  of  the  people  especially  the  children.  The 
increase  in  mortality  during  summer  was  not  in  any  particular 
mohalla  or  ward. 
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Only  9 deaths  from  cholera  occurred  in  August  last  and 
only  one  imported  case  of  plague  occurred  towards  the  close  of 
the  year. 

Necessary  sanitary  precautions  were  taken  in  all  cases. 

The  Board  is  not  insensible  of  the  high  percentage  of 
mortality  during  the  year.  Inspite  of  the  services  of  a 2nd  class 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  things  have  made  no  improvement. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  Board  will  soon  have  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  beingcontent  with  a 3rd  class  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  the  money  so  saved  can  be  more  profitably 
employed  in  engaging  fit  and  active  men  as  Sub-Inspectors 
with  an  increase  of  bhishtis  and  sweepers  if  necessary. 

No  other  Act  was  applied  to  the  Municipality  during  the 
year  under  report. 

Inspections  of  shops  for  sale  of  articles  of  food  and  drink 
were  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  under  section  243. 
Seven  samples  were  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst  to  Government 
at  Lucknow,  5 of  which  were  declared  as  genuine,  and  2 as 
adulterated.  The  latter  cases  were  prosecuted  and  are  still 
pending  in  the  court. 

There  is  a regular  arrangement  for  catching,  impounding 
and  killing  dogs  in  this  Municipality  under  sections  249  and  250. 
A kanjar  is  in  permanent  employ  of  the  Board.  Towards  the 
close  of  the  year  a complaint  was  received  about  mad  dogs,  and 
special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  catching  them  by 
appointing  3 extra  Kanjars. 

Thirty  two  (32)  prosecutions  were  made  for  driving  with- 
out lights  under  section  253,  thirty  of  which  were  successful. 

Two  Tonga-walas  were  proceeded  against  for  neglect  of  the 
rule  of  road  under  section  252,  and  15  for  keeping  vehicles  on 
public  roads  under  section  256.  In  both  these  cases  action 
was  however  taken  under  the  hackney  carriager  ules  by  suspend- 
ing licenses  for  a few  days  which  is  more  effective  than  a 
prosecution. 

No  action  was  found  necessary  under  sections  242,  246,  and 
248. 

No  expenditure  was  incurred  by  the  Board  on  public  add- 
resses or  on  travelling  allowances  of  members. 

*1  3.34.  Two  schools  Kashi  Ram  High  School  and  Islamia  High 
School  have  been  pressing  the  Board  to  make  them  a free 
grant  of  land.

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other  portions  are  in  use  for  daily  games  and  sports  from  the 
public  and  for  public  shows  such  as  Circus,  Theatres  etc.  on 
payment  of  fees.  The  Board  has  recently  refused  to  sell  or 
lease  any  part  of  it  to  such  an  important  department  of  public 
utility  as  the  Post  Office  and  also  to  the  Imperial  Bank.  The 
Board  bad  once  contemplated  to  turn  some  part  into  a public 
park  which  did  not  come  to  fruition  for  want  of  funds. 
The  other  is  Nawabganj  Parao  where  Municipal  cattle  are 
stabled  and  where  there  is  a cattle  pound  and  the  traders  from 
the  villages  camp  their  carts  here  on  payment  of  fees.  Both 
schools  are  given  a Municipal  grant  and  we  spend  the  full 
minimum  amount  on  education.  I have  submitted  a long  re- 
port  to  the  Collector  on  this  question  showing  that  no  part  of 
these  lands  can  be  spared.  With  every  respect  to  the  Board 
Members  (some  of  whom  are  on  the  Committees  of  the  two 
schools)  I do  not  consider  it  any  duty  of  our  Municipality  to 
give  away  land  belonging  to  the  Board.  ] am  second  to  none 
in  favour  of  education  but  when  one  finds  that  other  schools 
and  even  girl  schools  buy  their  own  land  (one  of  the  latter 
schools  has  lately  bought  some  land  through  the  Land  Acqui- 
sition Act)  I do  not  see  why  the  Board  should  part  with  the 
only  two  Municipal  lands  in  our  use  aud  possession.  The 
schools  must  learn  to  stand  on  their  own  legs.  It  is  not  the 
duty  of  our  Municipality  to  provide  free  lands  to  private 
schools  with  our  limited  resources  and  when  we  need  land 
ourselves  for  Municipal  requirements.  In  my  humble  opinion 
the  functions  of  a Board  are  primarily  sanitation,  public  roads 
and  lighting  and  it  is  only  when  we  have  spare  land  to  give 
away  that  educational  institutions  can  look  to  us  for  free  grant 
of  it.  While  on  the  one  hand  Government  orders  are  to  pre- 
preserve  in  tact  Nazul  and  Municipal  lands  and  to  conserve 
our  resources,  the  Members  are  inclined  to  part  to  these  two 
schools  portions  of  the  only  two  lands  we  possess.  Unless  I 
have  your  orders  to  grant  them  the  land  I am  not  prepared 
to  do  so  as  the  growing  requirements  of  the  Municipality  make 
it  incumbent  for  us  to  keep  them  for  our  present  and  future 
use  and  to  meet  all  contingencies  without  having  to  purchase 
land  for  our  purposes. 

44.  Almost  all  members  succeeded  this  year  in  contribut- 
ing to  the  general  smooth  working  of  our  Municipal  admini- 
stration. Though  their  general  attitude  was  as  impartial 
as  can  be  expected,  it  would  be  futile  to  deny  that  in  some 
instances,  communal  considerations  occasionally  asserted 
themselves,  however/consciously  this  may  have  been.  It  is, 
however,  a matter  of  congratulation  that  among  the  more 
influential  members  there  was  decidedly  a clear  effort  to 
suppress  such  feelings  and,  on  the  whole,  communal  tension 
interfered  remarkably  Utile  with  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
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of  the  Board,  Though  there  is*still  groat  room  for  improve- 
ment the  Board  lias  evinced  a fair  readiness  to  shoulder 
responsibility  and  to  carry  out  its  duties  in  an  efficient  manner. 
There  is  great  necessity  of  increasing  Municipal  income  in 
order  to  meet  a continually  growing  desire  for  greater  ameni- 
ties of  life  so  inextricably  intertwined  with  greater  expenditute 
and  the  time  is  fast  approaching  when  the  members,  taking 
courage  in  both  hands,  must  be  perpared  to  face  even  a passing 
unpopularity  at  the  hands  of  their  electors  by  not  shirking 
the  naturally  unpleasant  duty  of  increasing  taxation  in  chann- 
els as  yet  uutapped,  and  which  can  fairly  bear  the  burden, 
with  a view  to  improve  the  Municipal  roads  still  further,  to 
have  upto  date  sanitary  arrangements,  and  to  remember  that 
every  additional  Municipal  lamp^,  especially  on  dark  nights, 
performs  the  services  of  three  Policemen  on  duty,  howmver, 
vigilant  these  may  be.  Criticism  from  the  public  or  by  the 
members  has  an  educative  effect  on  all  but  its  value  is  much 
enhanced  if  it  be  constructive  instead  of  carping  snd  destruct- 
ive. Meticulous  interference  with  the  executive  officers  in  the 
.discharge  of  their  daily  duties  has  to  cea«e  as  it  is  incompatible 
with  the  idea  of  running  the  Municipality  on  sound  lines. 
Only  then,  the  Municipal  machinery  can  work  smoothly  and 
not  creakingly  or  jarringly.  In  my  humble  opinion  no  mem- 
ber can  be  regarded  as  doing  his  duty  if  he  keeps  continually 
the  next  election  in  view.  As  elected  members,  they  have  to 
do  their  best  according  to  their  judgment  for  the  good  of  not 
only  their  own  wards  alone  but  also  for  all  wards  collectively 
for  the  public  good  in  general.  This  is  the  only  test  of  their 
utility  on  the  Board, and  only  then,  they  can  be  relied  upon  to 
exercise  intelligent  discrimination  and  to  act  with  due  sense  of 
responsiblity.  In  this  town  there  is  a great  dearth  of  open 
space  for  recreation  and  to  lay  out  parks  (when  finances  per- 
mit) which  go,  in  no  small  measure,  to  ensure  healthier  life 
and  reduce  the  heavy  percentage  of  mortality  among  the 
public.  Flour  mills  should  only  be  permitted  cn  the  outskirts 
of  the  town  and  only  in  such  places  as  may  be  allotted  for  the 
purpose  so  that  the  noise  and  foul  atmosphere  may  be  greatly 
reduced  and  not  cause  discomfort  to  the  residents  in  the 
neighbourhood.  The  Civil  Station  which  extends  comparat- 
ively to  a small  area  and  to  which  the  residents  of  the  town 
retfort  in  the  morning  and  evenings  for  their  drives  and  other 
reoreation  and  in  which  are  the  houses  of  many  property-own- 
ing Indians,  should  be  kept  free  of  industrial  institutions  using 
cdal  or  oil  for  their  energy  and  above  all  there  should  be  some 
means  or  remedy  found  with  the  assistance  of  the  Local 
(government  ( if  possible  ) to  free  the  city  of  the  antiquated 
baneful,  and  pestilential  system  of  tho  removal  of  night  soil  by, 
Marusi  sweepers  who  perform  their  duties  in  a most  per- 
functory manner  to  the  prejudice  of  public  health.

The  energy  and  activities  of  the  members  should  be  to 
direct  the  policy  of  Municipal  administration  and  they  should 
refrain  from  needless  interference  however  honestly  in  the 
executive  functions  of  the  Chairman  who  alone  is  primarily 
responsible  to  the  Government  and  the  public  for  its  administ- 
ration. To  see  some  members  attending  meetings  of  the 
Board  as  if  armed  with  briefs  on  behalf  of  the  employees 
when  dimissed, ^punished  after  full  and  careful  examination 
by  the  Chairman  or  Vice-Chairman  is  a sorry  spectacle  and 
leads  to  a state  of  slackness  and  even  dihonesty  among  the 
employees  if  such  cases  are  not  dealt  with  suitably  and  even 
severely  as  a deterrent  to  others. 

My  thanks  are  again  principally  due  to  Pandit  Brij  Bhukan 
Lai  the  Senior  Vice-Chairman.  Every  call  made  by  me  for 
his  assistance  has  invariably  met  with  a cheerful  and  hearty 
response  and  he  has  again  rendered  me  valuable  aid  by 
unstinted  expenditure  of  his  time  and  labour  and  I have  every 
hope  that  he  will  loyally  and  zealously  extend  the  same  assist- 
ance to  me  in  the  following  year  which  will  terminate  my  term 
of  office.  To  Syed  Nazir  Hasan  the  Junior  Vice  Chairman  I 
am  also  indebted  for  his  supervision  of  the  income  from  the 
slaughter  houses  and  the  two  meat  markets  in  the  town.  The 
state  of  the  hackney  carriages  under  his  control  has  in  no  way 
deteriorated  during  this  year  and  I hope  that  he  will  be  equally 
strenuous  in  even  greater  exertions  in  the  ensuing  year  and 
prove  worthy  of  the  office  he  holds.  Where  almost  all  mem- 
bers have  rendered  me  full  support  and  assistance  according  to 
their  individual  capacity  and  light  in  carrying  out  my  duties, 
it  is  unnecessary  to  say  more  than  that  I am  greatly  indebted 
to  them  for  making  my  duties  not  only  as  pleasant  as  possible 
but  also  as  a labour  of  love  to  the  Board  as  its  head.  I am 
grateful  to  Shaikh  Fazlur  Rahman  for  his  cordial  co-operation 
in  the  working  of  the  Municipality  and  he  has  proved  most 
diligent  in  furnishing  me  with  able  and  elaborate  reports  on 
many  matters  whenever  I have  sought  the  benefit  of  his 
advice  and  views.  To  Rai  Bahadur  B.  Joti  Pershad  and  Dr. 
TJ.  N.  Bannerjee  I am  thankful  for  their  ever  ready  assistance 
for  the  good  of  the  Board  and  I hope  that  they  will  extend  to 
me  the  same  measure  of  support  as  my  colleagues  in  the  next 
and  last  year  of  my  office  as  they  have  done  in  the  past.  The 
Secretary  B.  Chatar  Singh  has  worked  during  the  year  with 
greater  zeal  and  efficiency  and  has  learnt  that  the  duties  of  an 
efficient  Secretary  are  not  confined  to  mere  office  work  but  of 
supervision  of  the  town  in  its  different  Municipal  aspects. 
Dr.  R.  B.  Mathpr  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  of  late 
been  decidedly  energetic  and  there  has  been  not  the  same 
amount  of  complaints  from  the  public  as  regards  the  non- 
removal of  rubbish  and  sweepings  in  the  streets  as  was  the 
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case  before  except  an  unusually  heavy  accumulation  in  a certain 
spot  discovered  by  me  on  a surprise  visit  of  the  town.  I am 
in  hopes  that  he  will  show  a still  more  energetic  supervision 
and  greater  efficiency  in  seeing  that  his  subordinate  conservaucy 
staff  does  its  duties  well  and  that  the  drains  and  streets  are 
well  flushed  and  cleaned  both  in  the  mornings  and  evenings. 
B.  Chhotey  Lai  Sanitary  Inspector  will  I trust  spare  me  in 
the  following  year  the  unpleasant  duty  of  inflicting  fine  or  fines 
as  I had  unfortunately  to  do  in  the  year  under  report  and 
thus  try  to  acquire  for  himself  the  reputation  of  a diligent  and 
honest  Inspector.  M.  Maqbul  Hasan  has  done  his  best  but 
there  is  considerable  room  for  further  improvement  in  seeing 
that  the  lightmen  for'  obvious  reason  do  not  keep  the  wicks  too 
low  and  thus  make  darkness  all  the  more  visible.  The  Carriage 
Inspector  has  done  his  duties  satisfactorily  so  far  and  I hope 
he  will  prove  himself  worthy  of  the  rise  in  his  salary  given  to 
him  by  the  Board  on  my  recommendation.  M.  Ahmad  Shaft 
Khan  and  M.  Hargulal  Singh  Tax  Inspector  have  worked  to 
the  best  of  their  ability  aud  have  helped  the  Secretory  in  the 
office  whenever  required.  B.  Jwala  Sarup  the  Chief  English 
clerk  has  worked  satisfactorily  and  though  there  is  a decided 
improvement  in  prompt  attention  to  all  communications  he  has 
in  him  the  necessary  capacity  to  render  himself  still  more 
useful  and  thus  continue  to  earn  even  a far  greater  approval 
from  me  during  the  next  year  and  to  remember  that  there  is 
no  leakage  of  unauthorised  information  to  the  public  or  even 
to  the  members  from  the  office. 

I am  forwarding  the  report  before  I leave  for  Mussoorie 
for  medical  treatment  and  for  undergoing  another  operation.

The  DISTRICT  MAGISTRATE, 

Referred  to  in  para  43  of  the  annual  report. 

I have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  your  memo  dated  the  4th 
December  1924. 

In  reply  I have  to  inform  you  that  Nawab  Ganj  Parao  is  the  only 
Municipal  land  which  has  been  utilized  for  Municipal  purposes  for  over 
50  years.  It  is  in  a most  convenient  portion  outside  or  bordering  on  an 
inhabited  area  and  on  which  there  is  a large  public  latrine  and  on  which 
the  whole  of  the  Municipal  cattle  and  Municipal  carts  are  stabled  for 
years.  It  is  also  used  as  a parao  for  loaded  carts  etc.,  of  tradesman  from 
Dehra  and  Chakrata  and  which  brings  an  income  to  the  Board.  This 
is  the  only  place  the  Board  possesses  to  stack  kankar  and  stone  ballast 
for  making  and  repairing  roads  in  this  portion  of  the  town  and  it  is  only 
from  this  parao  which  is  the  central  distributing  Depot  from  which  kan- 
kar and  ballast  are  diverted  to  the  roads  to  be  annually  renewed  or  re- 
paired. It  has  also  a Municipal  cattle  pound  at  one  side  of  it  and  also  a 
Tehsili  School.  Besides  the  above  requirements  some  portion  of  it  will 
be  required  for  erecting  a Power  House  and  office  for  lighting  Municipal 
and  public  roads  with  electricity  and  for  which  an  annual  rent  is  to  be 
obtained  from  the  Electrical  Coy.  the  Government  licensees. 

I may  further  point  out  that  Islamia  High  School  has  also  applied 
for  land  from  this  Parao  which  has  now  only  a very  limited  portion  of  it 
left  for  Municipal  purposes.  The  Board  has  no  other  land  from  which 
Municipal  work  mentioned  above  can  be  efficiently  and  centrally  carried 
out  as  hitherto  and  the  Board  cannot  be  expected  to  part  with  its  only 
important  land  and  buy  another  at  a great  cost  far  away  from  the  Parao 
which  has  been  and  is  an  ideal  place  from  which  Municipal  work  can  be 
efficiently  and  expeijiditiously  carried  out.  There  are  three  girls  schools 
also  in  the  town  which  have  bought  land  for  their  schools  themselves  and 
only  lately  the  Arya  Samaj  Girl  School  has  bought  land  under  the  Land 
Acquisition  Act.  The  Municipal  Board  pays  a monthly  grant  of  Rs. 
100,  each  to  both  the  Islamia  and  Kashi  Ram  High  Schools  and  it  is 
already  spending  the  maximum  percentage  on  education.  Under  these 
circumstances  and  with  no  other  suitable  Municipal  land  being  available 
for  our  urgent  and  important  daily  purposes  I regret  that  I cannot  part 
with  any  portion  of  the  Parao  land  either  on  rent  (much  less  on  a free 
grant)  to  any  school  or  Institution.  The  whole  of  the  Municipal  work 
will  be  considerably  and  irretrievably  endangered  if  we  part  with  any 
portion  of  it.  It  is  not  the  duty  qf  any  Municipality  to  provide  land  to 
any  private  school  particularly  when  it  has  no  other  available  land  and 
no  Municipality  can  part  with  the  only  most  convenient  and  centrally 
situated  land  from  which  important  operations  of  the  Board  are  Ring 
daily  conducted.  We  have  a Government  High  School  for  which 
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Government  had  to  acquire  land  and  all  private  educational  institute  ns 
should  learn  to  stand  on  their  own  legs. 

As  regards  the  Firodgah  land  I have  to  attach  herewith  a copy  of 
the  report  of  your  predecessor  S.  M.  Habibullah  Esq.,  O.  B.  E.  to  the 
Commissioner.  It  will  show  clearly  that  the  land  on  the  Firodgah  Parao 
on  the  Ambala  Road  is  reserved  for  Grain  Market  with  the  sanction  of 
the  Commissioner  and  the  remaining  portion  near  the  Dak  Bungalow  is 
undoubtedly  show  in  Government  papers  as  graveyard.  It  should  be 
also  borne  in  mind  that  the  land  allotted  for  the  Grain  Market  has  had 
to  be  considerably  curtailed  from  what  was  originally  intended  as  there 
was  opposition  from  the  Mohammadan  community  on  account  of  some 
ground  of  it  being  a graveyard  and  I for  one  am  not  prepared  to  bring 
about  communal  or  religious  questions  in  Municipal  administration  for 
obvious  reasons.  The  grain  market  has  not  come  to  fruition  because  it 
is  considered  that  the  premium  of  Rs.  300  per  shop  and  the  annual  rent 
of  Rs.  50  are  a bit  high,  though  these  terms  were  once  accepted  by  the 
grain  merchants.  The  project  of  grain  market  was  moved  by  C.  A.  Sil- 
berrad  Esq , I.  C.  S.  and  the  final  sanction  was  obtained  during  your 
predecessor’s  time  of  Chairmanship.  The  Board  is  waiting  for  a suitable 
time  to  give  effect  to  the  scheme  which  would  have  resulted  ere  now 
in  its  fruition  but  for  the  late  deplorable  riots.  The  Board  has  every 
hope  that  by  efflux  of  time  the  scheme  would  be  a reality  and  thus 
provide  an  opening  for  reducing  the  congestion  of  the  grain  market  in 
Moreganj  and  suitable  action  will  soon  be  taken  to  expedite  the  project. 

There  is  in  my  humble  opinion  no  greater  department  of  public 
utility  than  the  Post  Office  and  the  Postal  Department  was  refused  a 
portion  of  the  Firodgah  on  grounds  mentioned  in  the  report  of  m} 
predecessor  dated  and  confirmed  by  the  Board,  a copy  of  which  ii 
enclosed. 

The  Imperial  Bank  of  India  was  also  refused  permission  of  an; 
portion  of  Firodgah  as  per  resolution  No.  9 dated  28-8-1924  based  or 
my  report  dated  22nd,  August  1924,  a copy  of  which  1 enclose  for  your 
perusal. 

There  remains  no  other  portion  of  Firodgah  to  be  given  on  a lease 
much  less  as  a free  grant.  It  is  the  only  open  space  left  in  this  town 
as  already  shown  in  my  report  of  22nd,  August  1924  and  it  is  unneces- 
sary to  recapitulate  the  grounds  therein. 

Under  the  circumstances  no  portion  of  the  Firodgah  can  be  given 
to  either  the  Islamia  or  the  Kashi  Ram  High  Schools  both  of  which 
should  learn  to  stand  on  their  own  legs  as  several  Girls  Schools  have 
already  done  in  buying  their  land  without  applying  to  the  Municipality 
for  the  purpose.

The  chief  sanitary  defect  is  the  defective'  drainage  system.

(a)  Measles,  small  pox  and  unusually  intense  heat  during  May, 
and  June,  seriously  affected  the  health  of  the  people  especially 
infants  causing  great  increase  of  infant  mortality  during 
these  months.  The  heavy  rains  in  September  greatly  increased 
Malaria  during  October  and  partly  in  November.  Crude  Kerosine 
oil  was  frequently  sprinkled  over  water  in  Firodgah  and  Bandarwala 
tank  to  reduce  the  Malaria  spreading  musquitoes.

The  infected  houses  and 
clothes  were  suitably  disinfected.  Vacciuated  was  restored  in  May 
and  June  and  43  primary  and  112  secondary  vaccinations  were 
performed  with  38  and  19  successful  results  respectively. 

In  the  month  of  August  15  cases  with  9 deaths  from  Cholera 
occured.  The  measures  were  at  once  taken  and  361  wells  of  the 
town  were  disinfected  with  potash  permanganates.  The  services  of 
the  vaccinator  were  untilised  in  this  compaign.  During  March 
one  case  of  Plague  imported  from  Patiala  died  here.  All  the  mem- 
bers of  the  family  were  inoclulated  with  antiplague  vaccine.
